Hcnncssy and his committee have taken 
into consideration constitutional rights of 
residents and salespeople and Interstate 
Commerce Committee regulations. 


THE ORDINANCE will not restrict or 


deny salesmen their rights, but will give 
the village some control, he added. 


Anyone vending wares in the village 


will bo required to register in the village 
clerk's offices and wear issued identi- 
fication cords.

Cats And Dogs 
Get Reprieve 
- Temporarily 


No action was taken on a proposed cat 


and-dog control ordinance revision for 
Schaumburg this week, although village 
trustees indicated they eventually will 
approve It in some form. 


The trustees questioned the severity of 


specific provisions of (he ordinance, and 
deferred a vote until Nov. 14. In response 
to comments from Tuesday night's au- 
dience, Mayor Robert 0. Atcher and 
board members suggested some controls 
are needed both for rabies, prevention 
and to avoid potential damage to proper- 
ty and residents. 


Trustee Herb Algncr was most vocal in 


seeking more clarity in definitions of 
terms like "biting," "vicious" and 
"stray," pointing out penalties for viola- 
tions con include impoundment or killing 
of the animal. 


Algncr asked for a copy of (ho existing 


ordinance, and sold he would compare 
the two before the next meeting. 


GERALD O'BOYLE, 724 Cedarcrcst, 


protested what he termed generalities in 
the ordinance, suggesting quarreling 
neighbors could use the ordinance to in-' 
tlmldatc or harass each other. 


"This whole thing is kind of silly. 


Whcn's the last time you saw a cat chase 
a mailman down the street," said 
O'Boyle, terming the ordinance "over- 
kill" in response to complaints about 
cats. 


Trustee James Guthrio noted national 


statistics showing what he said was sur- 
prising prevalence of rabies in the coun- 
try, and pointed out cats can carry the 
disease, as con other animals. 


Atcher noted a provision requiring li- 


censes for cats would help victims of bit- 
ing or scratching attacks to know if the 
animal has been inoculated against 
rabies. Even if the animal could not be 
caught, the victim could see whether the 
animal wore a tag, avoiding an unneces- 
sary rabies shot scries. 
, 


When it was suggested that cats can 


create a nuisance, another member of 
the audience noted, "So do children. Do 
you want to make rules to confine our 
children?" she asked.

A new arena for the Chicago Cougars 


professional hockey team likely will be 
built in Palatine. Announcement is ex- 
pected within six months. 


The Herald In July- first revealed the 


•possibility of the World Hockey Associ- 
ation team moving to the area, after an 
Interview with one of the team owners, 
Jordon Kaiser. His brother Walter Kai- 
ser, also part-owner of the .team, said 
yesterday no final decision has been 
made on Palatine but indicated a site on 
Northwest Highway is being "strongly 
considered." 


The site, just north of the Arlington In- 


door Tennis Club on Northwest Highway 
in Palatine, is owned by the Kaiser 
brothers.-Located there is a US-acre tract 
and room for expansion, Walter Kaiser 
said. 


He said feasibility studies are being 


planned to determine whether the Pala- 
tine location would be the best for the 
newly formed hockey franchise, which 
now is playing games in the Inter- 
national Amphitheatre in Chicago under 
a two-year lease and an option on a third 
year. He added a decision will be made 
soon because construction of a planned 
18,000-seat arena will take about two 
years. 


Emergency Care System 
To Start In November 


The mobile emergency care system 


being set up at Northwest Community 
Hospital in Arlington Heights is now set 
to begin operation in mid-November. 


The latest delay was encountered when 


the hospital needed a radio unit for com- 
munication between the hospital.and- the 
specially trained paramedics who. would 
administer emergency treatment before 
bringing a patient to the hospital. 


Dr. David Boyd, head of the state 


emergency medical services, said yester- 
,day the state agency would provide the 
radio, at a cost of $5,000. 


Also to be secured is permission by the 


Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) for a radio frequency. 


The hospital earlier had secured FCC 


approval for a frequency for its tele- 


metry radio, but that system provides 
only transmlttal of data, such as heart 
waves, .not voice communication, Dr. 
Boyd said. 


Other than obtaining the commu- 


nication radio, the hospital "has done ev- 
erything they'.have to do", to obtain a 
license from the state to undertake the 
emergency care program, Dr. Boyd said. 
The license will be granted when the ra- 
dio is obtained and the frequency as- 
signed, which is expected In the middle 
of next month. 


The program la the first of its kind in 


Illinois, and the first in the country in- 
volving more than one community. 


Involved in the program will be Arling- 


ton Heights, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Inverness, Mount Prospect, Pala- 
tine, Rolling Meadows and Schaumburg. 


"We can't make any money until we 


get a new stadium," he said. "The 
Northwest' (suburbs) is. an excellent 
place for an arena." 
. THERE HAS been speculation since 
the Chicago,Cougars were formed this 
year that'the team would move to the 
Northwest suburbs. Schaumburg was 
mentioned as a possible site for a new 
arena, until.the team decided to play for 
at least two years in the Amphitheatre. 


And Kaiser told the Herald yesterday 


he has not'entirely ruled out Schaum- 
burg but seemed to indicate the Palatine 
site across from Arlington Park Race 
Track was the most logical location. 


"We're just getting into the business," 


Kaiser said yesterday and would not con- 
firm that the Palatine site is the final 
choice of the franchise. 


The hockey franchise probably would 


recruit other professional teams, possibly 
the Chicago Bulls basketball organiza- 
tion, in an attempt to make the facility 
more useful throughout the sporting sea- 
sons: 


The Amphitheatre seats more than 


9,000 persons, and the planned suburban 
rink would bold twice as many fans. 


THE WORLD Hockey Association was 


formed this year, to rival the established 
National Hockey League. There are 12 
teams in the new league. 
. The Kaiser brothers purchased the Chi- 
cago Cougars early this year from anoth- 
er group of Chicago businessmen who 
originally intended to head the franchise. 


They built the ice specturum and roller 


rink adjacent to the Arlington Indoor - 
Tennis Club in Palatine. The Kaiser 
firm, known ".as' Sports Centers Inter- 
national, plans to build throughout the 
country sports complexes like the one in 
Palatine. 


The Cougars occasionally practice In 


the Arlington Ice Spectrum.

An-ordinance is pending before the 


Schaumburg Village Board to require 
both dogs and cats be confined to their 
owner's property, unless the animals are 
on a six-foot leash. 


It also would prohibit owners of dogs 


or cats from allowing their animals to 
"litter" on common grounds, walkways, 
public or private property without per- 
mission from the owner, unless the own- 
er immediately removes and disposes of 
any deposits left by the animal 


Cats would be required to have rabies 


innoculations, and their owners would 
have to purchase licenses for them, pay- 
ing the same fee as for dogs. The ordi- 
nance would moke no distinction between 
male or female canines and felines. 


Fines of up to $200 a day would be 


permitted in coses of violations, and 
vicious dogs or cats, whose owners hove 
been convicted of three citations for vio- 
lations, could be destroyed. 


Generally, the ordinance makes all re- 


strictions currently applied to dogs 
equally restrictive for cats. It also adds 
a few new provisions.

Both stamps are vertical, com-

Tor those of us interested in trivia, Jhe 


musical instruments on the angels stamp 
are worthy of note. One plays a vlelle, an 
ancestor of the violin. The other angel 
plays a soprano shawm, an oboe-type In- 
strument. 


ST. NICHOLAS sometimes called the 


Wonder Worker, was a 4th Century Bish- 
op of Myra in Asia Minor. He was very 
popular in the Netherlands where his 
feast was celebrated Dec. 8 and was a 
child's holiday complete with gifts. 


When the English took New York away 


from tho Dutch in the 17th Century, they 
also appropriated St. Nicholas, renamed 
him Santa Claus and moved the day of 
celebration to Christmas. 


Louis Prang engraved the first Christ- 


mas card in Roxbury, Massachusettes in 
1874, and the first Santa Clous training 
school opened in 1937 with six students.

Hanrahan, acquitted of charges that he 
and 13 others conspired to obstruct Jus- 
tice In the Black Panther raid case, said 
yesterday the verdict proved no crime 
waa committed in connection with the 
raid.

brother of Panther • leader Fred Ham- 
pton, who was killed In the raid, called 
the trial a "wide-open whitewash." 


Hanrahan, Assistant State's Atty. Rich- 


ard Jalovec and 13 lawmen had been on 
trial for more than 14 weeks,•charged 
with conspiring to obstruct, both the de- 
fense of the Panthers who survived the 
raid and the prosecution of the raiding 
party.

The finding of Innocent for all 14 de- 


fendants came from Circuit Court Judge 
Philip J. Romiti In response to a defense 
motion for a directed verdict Hanra- 


Here9s What Romiti Said 


Here is the text of the •tatemeot Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Philip Romiti made 
yesterday in luutog a directed verdict of 
innocent in the ease of State's Atty, 'Ed- 
ward Hanrahan and 13 eodefendanta: 


"This Court might normally be In- 


dined to rule on this motion without 
comment However, ai has been pointed 
out so many limes during the course of 
this trial — and by both sides — this is a 
most unusual ease. Perhaps, then, this 
court might be permitted a few com' 
ments and observations to put this case 
In perspective. 


"This Court is aware, painfully so, that 


this is one of those, 'you're damned if 
you do and damned if you don't', cases. 
The only question is which way is one 
going to be damned. It Is a case which 
has been charged with a great deal of 
public interest and polarized feelings and 
opinions. It has been a case, regretfully, 
which has created its own self-charging 
catalytic climate — not because of the 
nature of the offense, but because of the 
person or personi involved. In another 
time with other persons, I dare say this 
cose would not have generated one line 
of print. 


"I MUST CONFESS, human nature 


being what it is, that there exists the 
temptation to take what might appear to 
be a course of least resistance. However, 
being mindful of the structures and 
duties of judges, to do so in this case 
would be an abrogation by this Court of 
its duties... 


"In considering the groat mass of do- 


tailed, painstaking, oft repeated, 
frequently conflicting, sometimes con- 
fusing testimony of the events occurring 
in the early morning hours of Dec. 4, 
1969, It is easy to lose sight of the real 
issue. It Is not the Issue before this Court 
to determine precisely who fired which 
weapon, how many times and from what 
physical part of the apartment The gut 
and only issue is whether there was a 
conspiracy by the defenadants, or any of 
them, to obstruct justice: either by con- 
spiring to obstruct the criminal prose- 
cution of certain police officers and/or a 
conspiracy by the defendants, or any of 
those occupants who were charged with 
crimes — either or both In manner and 
form charged in the Indictment 


"It Is not, therefore, the purpose of (his 


trial, nor Is It the function of this Court 
to attempt to assess or evaluate the work 


and conduct of the Involved officers, not 
to offer any critique thereon ...• 


"IT IS, OF COURSE, axiomatic, and is 


especially pointed up in a case such as 
this, that arguments of counsel are not 
evidence and are not to be considered by 
the Court as evidence. The only evidence 
the Court may properly consider is that 
which comes from the witnesses, togeth- 
er with whatever physical evidence (ex- 
hibits) may have been admitted in the 
trial. 


"The Court must also note a difference 


between Inferences about which so much 
has been said, and speculation and con- 
jecture with which this case is so replete. 


"Further, it is true reasonable Infer- 


ences may be drawn from proven facts. 
However, an Inference drawn from an- 
other inference which in turn is drawn 
from an inference — inferences pyramid- 
ing inferences — amount to not much 
more than conjecture and speculation. 


"In the light of the foregoing, the Court 


found it necessary to engage In an 
evidenclary strip tease, so to speak — to 
strip away the layers of rhetoric, of 
oratory, the emotional appeals, the spec- 
ulation and conjecture — in its search 
for some basic, hard evidence tending to 
prove the charges in the indictment 


"AFTER A THOROUGH review and 


careful analysis and consideration of the 
totality of the evidence, including the tes- 
timony given by defendants before the 
various bodies before which they ap- 
peared; and also noting and considering, 
among other matters, the grave dis- 
crepancies and conflicts in testimony and 
the differing opinions, expert and non-ex- 
pert — all viewed In the context of the 
entire posture of the prosecution's case, 
and in a light most favorable to the pros- 
ecution — this Court can only conclude 
and does conclude that that'evidence is 
simply not sufficient to establish or 
prove any conspiracy against any de- 
fendant. The Court can only conclude 
and find, and docs so conclude and find, 
that the prosecution has simply failed to 
prove the conspiracies, or either of them, 
as charged in this indictment The Court, 
therefore, has no alternative but to allow 
the motion — and the Court has no al- 
ternative but to find, and hereby does 
find each defendant not guilty of the con- 
spiracies, or either of them, as charged 
In Indictment No. 71-1791. A judgment of 
acquittal Is entered as to each defendant 
and each defendant Is discharged" 


ban's lawyers asked for Immediate ac- 
quittal Oct. 11, the day after the prose- 
cution rested its case, stating the defense 
did not need to present a ease because 
the prosecution bad failed to prove a con- 
spiracy existed.

JUDGE ROMITI granted the motion 


yesterday, ruling the prosecution bad 
failed to prove its case. 


"This court can only conclude," Judge 


Romiti said during a three-minute state- 
ment; "that evidence against the defend- 
ants is simply not sufficient to establish 
any conspiracy." > 


During a hastily called news confer- 


ence following the. verdict, Hanrahan 
contended he and bis codefendants had 
been vindicated. * •, 


'.'Right from toe start I said there was 
no4»sis for this indictment," Hanrahan 
said. "The trial has proved just that The 
trial has proved ttiatnb crime was com- 
mitted by myself, my assistants or by 
the police officers who- searched the 
Black Panther apartment1.' 


Hanrahan said -the evidence snowed 


the, Black Panthers fired at police and 
unlawfully resisted arrest He.said the 
evidence also showed "no one was mur- 
dered," and "the conduct of the police 
and the other defendants was lawful." 


HAMPTON, in an exclusive interview 


with the Herald, said he was "not too 
surprised" by the verdict. "This is a 
wide-open whitewash," Hampton said. 
He added that he bad expected "they 
would use this or the same sort of trick" 
to cover up the truth and exonerate the 
defendants. 


Hampton said the black community at 


large will not be surprised at the verdict 
either, but said, "The acquittal will 
cause the gap between the black commu- 
nity and those in law enforcement to wid- 
en. 


"This and the De Mau Mau situation 


will build up bis (Hanraban's) political 
position," he added. 


Hanrahan, reading from a prepared 


statement at the news conference, said, 
"At the trial every Black Panther occu- 
pant of the apartment and every person 
who made wild charges during the press 
orgy following (the raid) had the oppor- 
tunity to come into court and prove those 
charges. When those charges were sub- 
jected to cross examination at the trial, 
they were proved false and the truth was 
finally established." 


Ho said the police involved "did not 


deserve the abuse and anguish they have 
endured for the last three years but de- 
serve the praise and thanks-of every law- 
abiding citizen." He added, "I am proud 
to stand with the police again today as I 
have continuously done right from the 
start." 


Barnabas Sears, the special prosecutor 


appointed to handle the case, had little to 
say after the verdict was announced. 
"The court has spoken," he said. "It is 
my duty as a lawyer participant in the 
case to treat that judgment of the court 
with respect. This I do."

Each of those communities has combined 
unitary'and storm sewers: The system 
of combined sanitary and storm sewers 
hi the City of Chicago and some suburr 
ban communities Is responsible for 45 
per cent of the pollution in local streams 
and in Lake Michigan. The Chicago Un- 
derflow Plan is a proposal to solve that 
combined sewer pollution problem and a 
flooding problem caused by overloading 
of those sewer systems. 


NEIL SAID the municipalities will 


have to provide their own relief sewers 
leading to the system If the tunnels and 
storage reservoirs are to be of any bene- 
fit to the individual towns. 


Nell told officials from many of the 


communities they should begin prelimi- 
nary designs of those relief aewer sys- 
tems now. He said the MSD and the com- 
munities would work together on the ex- 
act locations of the,tunnels and the con- 


necting.' sewers • for 
1 individual commit-: 
allies. 


MSD officials said rather than being an 


additional financial burden, building the 
connecting sewers may in the long run 
save the communities money. The sav- 
ings will come from the elimination of 
pumping stations and from eliminating 
the need for the communities to-build 
oversized sewers-to handle peak storm 
flows. 


Moreover, the tunnel system will elimi- 


nate the need for many retention reser- 
voirs which the communities might oth- 
erwise have to build. The tunnels and the 
MSD reservoirs will "provide the com. 
'munlUes. with a main drain outlet" for 
their local sewer systems, MSD "Gen. 
Supt. BenSosewitz said.' 


SOSEWTTZ AND MSD trustee Valen: 


tine JanecU cautioned local officials the 
MSD will continue to enforce Its regu- 
lations on permits and flood plain con- 
•struction even when the new tunnel and 
reservoir system is completed. 


Janeckl pointed out,the Chicago Under- 


flow plan "Is not a panacea" for. all 
flooding problems, it Is merely a work- 
able solution to the combined sewer 
problem.

Ronald Wlntrob, assollata professor of 


psychiatry, at the University of Con* 
necticut Health Center, aald be treats a 
large number of emotionally dhhirhfd 
people who believe their Illness la due to. 
a spell cast on them by an envious per: 
son through a root worker. 


"If a patient comet to our clinic and be 


Is severely emotionally or mentally dis- 
turbed and tells DM I may be able to 
cure him of his symptoms but won't be 
able to cure his Illness it's because be 
thinks his Illness harbeen caused by'su- 
pernatural intervention. Be thinks the 
only cure will come from the root worker 
who will remove his spelL 


"Ohr feeling Is," said Dr. Wlntrob, "If 


the patient believes his sickness is due to 
sorcery we should encourage him to go 
to a root worker' (someone knowl- 
edgeable with the supernatural) and that 
we should collaborate with the root work- 
er in treating the patient We feel the 
patient should have treatment most psy- 
chologically meaningful to him because 
this Is the kind of treatment which would 


have relevance' to him." 
, 


- ACCORDING TO Dr. .Wlntrob, people 
an over the world have the conviction 
that supernatural intervention has a lot. 
to do with the conduct of normal every- 
day events. 


"Some have to do with interpretations 


of misfortune like floods and disasters. 
Others have to do with losing all one's 
economic resources and having a bouse 
burn down and others have to do with 
Illness and death. . . 


''We took for ways of explaining things, 


or impossible to oyjiain such as, 


death or why one person should survive 
a disaster and not another. Many people 
explain it by saying someone has worked 
a spell on them or hexed them or worked 
aa evil root on them. This is a term used 
by Blacks and Whites In the South espe- 
cially. Sorcery is a universal phenome- 
non and the only thing that makes it dif- 
ferent among sub-cultures is the way 
they describe their supernatural beliefs. 


"We commonly hear White Anglo Sa- 


xon Protestant middle class people say 
they don't believe In. supernatural Inter- 
vention, witchcraft or spirit, possession. 
On the other hand if they lose money, 
their house burns down, they lose their 
business, the 'first reaction Is 'Oh my 
it's fate - something I did in the past is 
getting back at me or something my par- 
ents did and I inherited is getting back." 
W« frequently bear people with a fatal 
illness ask 'why me - what did I do 
wrong in the past — what sort of bad 


person am I to have inherited this ill- 
ness.' " 


WHAT IS THE usual course taken by a 


root worker? "Well," Dr. Wlntrob •an- 
swered, "let's say you rah away with my 
best friend and I was afraid to confront 
you openly about this. I would go to the' 
root worker who would act as an agent. 
He can do two things to work a spell to 
make, you sick. He can use powdered ' 
roots and place them in your, pathway so • 
when you walk into your apartment' or • 
house It would come up through your feet 
• 


and affect your physical and emotional 
health or it might kill you. I could ar- 
range to have it slipped into something 
you eat or drink and make you go era-. 
tf."

An Individual first knows a spell has 


been placed on bun because of the symp- 
toms which most usually develop: nau- 
sea, vomltting, diarrhea which continue 
for a while. He may start to wonder why- 
he has this and may go to the health 
center for treatment but be doesn't get- 
better. He becomes increasingly anxious 
that it is something other than the flu 
and someone has put a spell on him. • • 


"I believe we've done a disservice to 


people who believe in the cause of men- 
, tal illness as supernatural intervention," 
Dr. Wintrob added, "because we tend to 
think its" crazy; but what's crazy is we 
aren't willing to take what a patient tells' ' 
us and deal with their anxiety in terms' 
they understand."

The address and phone number belong 


to the Triple A Answering Service which 
claims no knowledge of the organizat on. 
A spokesman for the phone service said 
he could not offer a phone number or 
forwarding address for contact with the 
group.

Regner, Rose 


It's like David against Goliath la re- 


verse, only this time David is the 
Goliath. David Regner is the giant vote- 
getter, la the 3rd Legislative District, and 
his challenger Is going to need every bit 
of lip in his sling. 


Seeking the Senate seat In the 3rd Dis- 


trict is Incumbent State Rep. Regner and 
Democratic candidate William Rose. 
Rose Is a longtime confidant of Demo- 
cratic office-seekers but has never before 
sought elective office himself. The new 
3rd District takes in all of Elk Grove and 
Schaumburg townships and portions of 
Wheeling and Palatine townships. 


William Rose: 
He Sees Injustices To Little Guy 


William Rose

Bill Rose looks on the world from a 


seemingly comfortable position as.a suc- 
cessful restaurateur in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


But what he sees mostly are "the In* 


justices that the little guy suffers." 


He's apt to grow a little excited when 


he talks about them, to bonk the table 
with his fist occasionally and, now and 
then, to get just a trifle profane. 


He sees jobs going begging in the sub- 


urbs because the people who could bene- 
fit from them cannot find homes and do 
not have the transportation to get to 
them. He sees small businessmen, in- 
cluding himself, losing profits because of 
dawdling highway construction. He sees 
mushrooming welfare rolls 
because 


people who want to work can't get the 
training they need. 


He sees houses with water over the 


wlndowsllls because of government in- 
action. He sees people taken by sellers 
"who sell dreams" — on contract 


And he says, dammit, that It's time 


something was done about those things. 
He would like to go to the state Senate to 
try. 


THAT DESIRE came to him 


reluctantly, says Rose, after three 
requests by Elk Grove Democratic lead- 
ers that ho run against Republican Rep. 
David J. Regner. 


In the end he decided he should try, 


because of a conclusion he came to sev- 
eral years ago about his role in society. 


In 1954, Rose was stricken with bulbar 


polio and nearly total paralysis. He sur- 
vived the disease with no disability — 
but in the meantime there was o lot of 
time for thinking. 


One of the conclusions he reached, 


though he concedes it sounds a little 
corny, was "Life is like banking. You 


have to moke a deposit before you can 
make withdrawals." 


In his first try for public office, Rose 


admits to a certain political naivete and 
he's not sure the people of the 3rd Legis- 
lative District will agree with his ideas. 


He's not sure they' will agree with 


things like his belief that subsidized 
housing for lower income housing is 
needed. But he believes everybody is en- 
titled to a decent place to live, and the 
only way for many of them to get it is 
for the government to make it available. 


Arguments which are used against the 


concept, he finds-niggling. "What people 
say — although It's not necessarily what 
•they think — is that subsidized housing 
will decrease surrounding land values. 
That's easily solved. The. government 
can simply guarantee those land val- 
ues." 


THE HIGH COST of suburban .land 


which builders say make low-cost hous- 
ing Infeaslble, he says, is also not insur- 
mountable. 


"If subsidized housing is what we need 


-well, let's subsidize It." 


Rose believes there is a solution to 


much of the commonly discussed "Wel- 
fare Mess," and it lies largely in the fact 
that the belief of many that people on 
welfare don't want to work "just isn't 
true." 


He can point to a program he con- 


ducted In his own restaurant with the aid 
of the Cook County Welfare Department 
in 
1964. 


Starting with a group of 40 trainees, 


Rose and the welfare department trained 
them as kitchen workers at his Maitre d' 
Restaurant hi Elk Grove Village. "We 
didn't make chefs out of them, but we 
'were able to give them'the skills they 
needed to go out and make a living," he 
said. 


The program was not a 100 per cent 


success, but he said the value of the 
training was shown by the fact that the 
Drake Hotel in Chicago hired two gradu- 
ating classes of 40 persons in their en- 
tirety. 
•' • 


IN THE EIGHT to 10 months the ex- 


periment lasted, Rose estimated, It re- 
duced the welfare roles by $1 million at a 
total expense of about $100,000. 


The readiness of welfare recipients to 


participate in training for unglambrous 
jobs convinced him, says the candidate, 
that most people on welfare want to get 
offlt. 
. 
- 


There are jobs for them in Elk Grove 


Village and other suburbs, he said, but 
there is no decent public transportation 
to get them to the jobs — and because of 
transportation costs businessmen who 
hire inner city residents must pay 35 to 
40 per cent over the normal market to 
find workers, he added. 


Regional planning to Improve trans- 


portation is needed, said Rose, and he 
would favor strengthening agencies like 
the Northeastern Illinois Plan Commis-' 
sion to,require municipalities to cooper- 
ate in solving problems. 


But he is wary of transportation pro- 


grams designed by private trans- 
portation companies, which he fears may 
work mostly to their own benefit. 


"The railroads raped and plundered 


this society for 100 years, and now 
they're going around crying for mercy," 
he declared. 


Thinking again of those injustices, 


Rose advocates tough consumer protec- 
tion laws. 


"THE PRINCIPLE of caveat emptor 


can no longer work hi this society," he 
said. "We have to have a guarantee that 
the seller will deliver what he promises." 


One way to achieve that guarantee, he 


says, is to require financial Institutions 
which buy time contracts from sellers to 
assume responsibility for the quality of 
the merchandise, and he hopes to spon- 
sor legislation to that end. 


Rose would also lengthen the time In 


which a buyer could cancel a time-pur- 
chase contract from the present three 
days to at least a week. 


Rose is critical of Gov. Richard B. 


Ogilvie and his opponent, Regner, who he 
says has simply been an agent of the 
Ogilvie administration. 


"What has Ogilvie done for anybody 


except the highway builders?*; he de- 
mands. He points to the repaying of 
around Higglns and Arlington Heights 
roads. 


Repeated appeals to Ogilvie's office 


have failed to speed up the project, 
which Rose said has been under way for 
two years. "And business in the Park 'n' 
Shop shopping center is off 50 to 55 per 
cent," he said. 


ROSE IS EQUALLY critical of local 


legislators for failure to get implementa- 
tion of plans to correct flooding, which 
he says have been available — as has the 
necessary money — for years. 


Rose is a supporter of the Equal 


Rights Amendment for women ("The 
14th 
Amendment may guarantee their 


rights, but it sure hasn't been applied.") 
and believes that abortion is not a mat- 
ter to be legislated. 


He supports aid to parochial schools, 


"as long as the state is not actually pay- 
ing for the education," and on at least 
one issue, he has come full circle since 
entering his Senate campaign. 


An outdoorsman and gun-owner, he 


said he has become convinced that hand- 
guns have become an anachronism In to- 
day's society, and their sale should be 
discontinued. 


David Regner; 
'Man On Move' Wants A Top Post

David Regner of Mount Prospect Is a 


man on the move ... hopefully from the 


; State House of Representatives- to the 
, State Senate. 


After six years In the House, Regner Is 


vying for the switch to the 3rd District 
Senate seat because ha'd rather be "one 
of 50 instead of one of 177." And, he 
wants the switch oven though he'd be 
sacrificing the powerful House- Appro- 
priations Committee chairmanship. 


His aims are high. 
' 


"I wouldn't expect one of three lead- 


ership positions In the first term, but I'd 
have lots to offer in the (Senate) appro- 
priations committee. I wouldn't mind 
being chairman...," ho said. 


Anxious for a continued role In the 


•pending of state revenues, he sees the 
promise of no tax Increase In the next 
four yean as possible "depending on 
bow the courts rule on the funding of 
schools." 


CASES HAVE been filed to eliminate 


local real estate and personal property 
taxes as sources for local school financ- 
ing. The suits ask that evenly distributed 
school funds be handled by the state. 


"If the courts rule to restructure we'll 


have to come up with $1 billion (annual- 
ly)!' It will mean doubling the Income tax 
or doubling the sale* tax," said Regner. 


"I wouldn't bet on what the courts will 


decide. If they say we have to go 50 per 
cent In financing education we'll be OK, 
because we're now at 41 per cent But, if 
they say 'all the way' 


"There should be • combination as we 


have now. School funding from the state 
baa doubled la the last three yean. It's 
up $190 million this year. 


REGNER'S major concern for the Leg- 


islature's new session will be consumer 
Last session he was in- 


strumental In passage of an amendment 


lo the state's Condominium Act, which 
requires full disclosure of obligations ac- 
cepted through ownership In a multiple- 
dwelling development 


Regner now hopes to see bills passed1 


requiring itemlzation of labor and parts 
costs in the repair of home appliances. 
He said repair services now have stan- 
dard charges for fixing irons etc., aver- 
aging out the costs. 


"The practice is unfair," he added. 


He'd also like to see similar legislation 
applicable to automotive repairs. 


Regner, who was instrumental in se- 


curing funds for Improvements to Weller 
Creek, said a combination of things must 
be accomplished to solve local flooding 
problems. 


Creeks need to be widened, retention 


basins have to bo installed and deep tun- 
nel storm water retention has to be pro- 
vided by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict, he said. 


To get the cooperation needed, an. 


aware public must pressure local govern- 
ment and local mayors must "stay on 
the back" of the MSD, he added. 


The state already has allocated the 


money needed for a water retention re- 
servoir in the Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve and for widening the channels hi 
Salt and Poplar .creeks and the west 
branch of the DuPage River, he added. ' 


HE FEELS there's, going to be more' 


local cooperation in government than hi 
the past Regner would rather see home- 
rule provisions of the new Illinois Con- 
stitution given'a chance than "have the 
state or federal government come in as a 
'big daddy.'" 


Asked about mass transportation, Reg- 


ner first took up the topic of the Illinois' 
Tollway Commission saying, "I don't be- 
lieve we need any more tollways. We; 
have an adequate interstate . system. 
now." To make his point he told of co- 


sponsoring legislation that, had it passed, 
would have prevented expansion of the 
TTC using funds from existing tollroads. 


The financing of public transportation 


should not be a function of government, 
state or federal, he said. 


He wouldn't oppose banning cars from 


central cities and requiring people to 
park on the periphery. 


ASKED ABOUT the proposed abolish- 


ment of township government, Regner 
said the result of such a move would be 
that the over-all cost of providing ser- 
vices to the county would be higher. 
"Townships now plow county roads to 
get to their own." Township government 
Is .close to the people, he said, adding 
that the closer to the people government 
is, the better. 


About his own service to constituents, 


Regner said he spends all but three 
weeks a year serving hi Springfield and 
"the workload is getting heavier.". 


To keep good people in the Legislature 


he believes legislators should .be paid 
about $25,000 a year, with a $30 per diem 
allowance, a 4% per cent annual raise, 
extra money for major committee work 
and the opportunity for outside income. 


Nonelected state employes should be 


under one state commission controlling, 
their .pay,, be, added., The .employes 
'should have the right to. negotiate but a 
no-strike provision should be written Into 
any state employes'contract V . ' 
• 


TEACHERS should have their' negotia-' 


lions .handled by local boards without 
outside interference. If the teachers feel 
they're dealt with unfairly, they can go 
to court, said Regner. 


Regner later said he favors no-fault di- 


vorce laws because "current laws make 
a liar out of somebody." 


People have to perjure themselves in 


court by saying the husband beats the 
• wife or there's mental cruelty when it's 
not true, he added. 


The Illinois Equal Rights Amendment 


proposed for women is covered by the 
14th Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, 
said Regner, implying it is not needed. 


ASKED ABOUT subsidized housing, 


Regner said he doesn't think there should 
be any here. "With the cost of property 
(in the 3rd District) you can't build low- 
cost housing." People were over- 
whelmingly against it when he surveyed 
them on the issue, he said. 


Gun control laws keeping weapons out 


of the hands of everyday citizens were 
rejected by Regner. 


"What's it going to stop?" he asked. 


"If someone wants a gun, they'll get 
their hands on it There should be a man- 
datory, jail penalty for any crime where 
a weapon is used." 
; 
. 


He believes, however, that licensing 


guns is .good because it "offers some 
screening," and he believes there should 
be an elimination of' handgun sales by' 
mail

Halloween Can 


Still Be Fun 


The frost Is on the pumpkin, the 


leaves arc falling and it is time 


' again to celebrate the ancient Cel- 


tic rituals of All Hallow's Eve. 


Halloween, as the day has come 


I to be called, derives from a day of 
' Medieval revelry which marked 


the coming of winter. In the British 
Isles, bonfires ore lit and fortune- 
tolling occurs. In many other coun- 
; tries, the rituals arc unknown and 


the good folk go about observing 


. the religious festival of All Saint's 
x Day. 


In this-country, the Celtic ways 


have been Americanized until Hal- 
loween has lost its evil con- 
notations and has become, instead, 
a night for children to walk the 
streets In search of candy. 


But suddenly — and this has hap- 


pened only in the past generation 


• — the old, scary part of Halloween 


has returned, This time the fear is 


, with our children and what will 
: happen to them as they walk the 


neighborhoods. 


Each year there arc terrible ac- 


counts of children being given doc- 
tored candy, or suffering accidents 


. as a result of their costumes or 
' being the victims of malicious 
i jokes. 
. So dangerous has the night be- 
, come that public officials occasion- 
• ally call for the abolishment of 


Halloween practices or limit its rit- 
uals to daylight hours. 


' 
We hope that doesn't happen. De- 


spite the current vogue to elimi- 
nate holidays or bend them to mod- 
ern needs, we believe there is 
something worthwhile in the tradi- 
tions and folkways of this country 


• and that something will be lost if 
' the special days arc taken away. 


That doesn't mean, however, 


that Halloween should continue to 
be the menace it has become in 
recent years or that children 


should be preyed upon. 


Although these rules have been 


said before, this list of common 
sense tips for Halloween bears re- 
peating here: 


— Children should not accept 


candy which is not • wrapped or 
which in any way seems to have 
been tampered with. 


— Children should wear cos- 


tumes and masks which do not en- 
cumber them and which allow 
them to sec clearly and to be seen 
by others. 


— Children should walk together 


if not with-.adults and they should 
observe the standard rules of pe- 
destrians wherever they go. 


— Children should be home by a 


prearranged time. 


If you remember the Halloween 


of your youth the above rules prob- 
ably make you cringe at the re- 
strictions placed on today's chil- 
dren. 


But such is the world we live in 


today. There doesn't seem to be 
much room for innocence or the in- 
nocent pranks of a few decades 
ago. 


Halloween is probably one of 


those holidays which grows better 
as it is remembered than as it was 
lived, but all our memories can't 
be so hazy that all of us are wrong 
about those childhood fall nights. 


It was a time of mild mis- 


behavior and sanctioned unholi- 
ncss. It was the last festival of the 
community before winter came. It 
was frightening only if you were 
young and still believed goblins 
only appeared at Halloween. 


Today's serious problems of van- 


dalism and the distorted people 
who attack children have tainted 
Halloween's gentle memory, but it 
can still be a day or an evening of 
merriment for the family. 


Only, be careful.

Still, he 
seems well persuaded that his candidacy 
rising out of nowhere on "on evident tide 
of protest, represents a very positive 
contribution to the new forces at work. 


Others, not unsympathetic to him, are 


If 
Mr. Nixon should bury him in a land- 
slide, it could hardly be portrayed as a 
great forward push for McGovern's out- 
look. A strong finish, even if it does not 
bring him victory but only closes the 
gap, would clearly give far more signifi- 
cance to the "McGovern effect." 


While some influential Democrats thus 


think the jury is still out on how much 
impact McGovern will have personally, 
most would appear to agree with one top 
figure who says "the party will never be 
the same." 


Its reforms, its new openness to 


blacks, women, young, are believed to 
have broken a dam. Many Democrats 
look for still more changes in the years 
just ahead. 


Nobody knows just yet how the party 


will be governed between presidential 
years by the vastly expanded, free- 
wheeling new national committee struc- 
ture. Winner-take-all-primaries like Cali- 
fornia's may be dead everywhere by 
1976. 


McGovern's friends, however, believe 


his interest goes beyond such things. 
They think he wants to satisfy himself 
that he was a real factor In the larger 
process of challenge to nearly all Ameri- 
can institutions in every field. 


In some intellectual circles, the con- 


viction is strong that the old structures, 
not only in politics but in university and 
church and the economic marketplace, 
are under powerful and steadily more 
successful challenge in the United States. 
Some say, indeed, that this huge chal- 
lenge is being mounted much more effec- 
tively in this country than in even the 
most progressive of the other western 
nations. 


McGovern is thought to see himself as 


both a mover and a symbol of this pro- 
cess, if in fact it is taking place at the 
pace suggested. The Nov. 7 presidential 
outcome will test the reality of this, and 
either confirm or weaken the senator's 
self-sustaining conviction about his own 
role in the big changes of the era.

Woody: Tm A Mean Old Walrus!'

. SAN FRANCISCO (NBA) - Wayne 
Woodrow Hayes is a man so secure with- 
in himself that the slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune would just naturally 
bend when they strike his rotund figure. 


Woody has labored all his adult life in 


a field that has been assailed for hypocr- 
isy and espousal of brutality, that of col- 
lege head football coach. And since 1951 
he has been at Ohio State, which sym- 
bolizes big-time college football with all 
its malevolent implications. 


Docs all this bother Woody Hayes? 
"Thore is a segment of society," he 


shrugs, "which is against football or any- 
thing that's well organized." 


And yet one wonders about the ethic of 


college football as it relates to this 
changing world. 


"Ara Parscghlan (of Notre Dame) 


tells the story," Hayes says, "of these 
two guys meeting on the street'and one 
says to the other, 'How's your wife?' 


"And the other answers, 'Compared to 


what?' 


"Well, compared to other activities of 


young, people, football is so far and away 
in front that there's no contest. We put 
on a wholesome show which is sincere 


enough because we want to win." 


Yet Woody Hayes, who has been de- 


scribed as troglodytic and contentious 
and sometimes just plain boorish in his 
behavior as a football leader, isn't obliv- 
ious to the gusts of change. 


"The football guy is the anti-hero nowa- 


days," he concedes; "A student is held in 
disrepute if he works like hell. The over- 
achiever, they look down on him. 


"Last.May, I ran across our football 


captain on campus.- He was on a bike 
and he had his coat pulled up around his 
neck. It was warm and I wondered what 
he was doing dressed like that. He said, 


'Coach, I didn't want to ride across 
campus and let people see me with a tie 
on.'"

Nevertheless, you can see Ohio State 


football players with their hair fashion- 
ably long" and the blacks wear head 
bands and even their head coach can be 
seen in public wearing red, cuffless 
flared trousers — though his own gray 
hair remains closely trimmed with the 
sideburns'up around the tops of his ears. 


"Why have rules you can't live up to?" 


sighs Woody, realistically. "You know, 
the kids we have on our team now we- 
ren't born when I came to Ohio State. 
• "When it comes to the basic aspects of 
football, Vm too old to change. Our foot- 
ball players are more dedicated than 
they've ever been. They work like hell 
and they hit like hell. And we have better 
training programs for them. We found 
out we can prevent injuries by building a 
bull neck.1 So the necks on today's kids 
are so m"uch thicker and stronger, to 
withstand the shock."

'Medical Center': Only Blood Is Faked

HOLLYWOOD — It's surprising how 


television Is still all out for realism and 
authenticity, knowing what It knows 
about how unobservant the homo au- 
dience is. 


CBS* Medical Center prides itself on 


having everything just so, using only the 
real thing in words and equipment, all so 
true to life that the only thing fake on the 
show is the blood. 


Yet the show's two producers, Frank 


Gllcksman and Al Ward, know from ex- 
perience that the public really doesn't 
know — or maybe doesn't care — about 
authenticity. 


They used to produce Twelve O'clock 


High. Many times during the run of that 
World War n action show, they used the 
wrong planes, because they couldn't get 
stock footage of the right planes. 


"We used to use stock shots of B-24s," 


Gllcksman says, "when the script called 
for B-17s. And maybe we'd get three let- 
ters complaining about it" 


NEVERTHELESS, hero they are turn- 


Ing out Medical Center. It's all so real 
you can almost smell the ether. Perhaps 
it's because the public Is more knowl- 
edgeable about surgery than bombers. 


They have a doctor who works with the 


writers on the scripts. During every sur- 
gical scene there is a real anesthetist on 
the premises. And constantly around is 
Chris Hudson, n genuine nurse, who 
checks everything. 


"Hey, Chris," director Jack Coffcy 


calls. And she runs over to where they're 
shooting a scene with a girl patient being 
wheeled into the operating room. 


"Docs she have to go head first?" Cof- 


fey asks her. 


"No, she should go feet first," Chris 
says. 


Now, the chances are that If she'd been 


filmed going head first, those same three 
kooks who wrote In about the B-24s 
would write in again. That's all. But ev- 
erything has to be perfect this time so 
they swing the gurncy around and shoot 
her being wheeled feet first. 


CHRIS HUDSON says that most of the 


eagerness for authenticity begins with 
the star, Chad Everett She says he's 
thrown himself into the part so deeply 
that she thinks ho is almost ready for his 


first appendectomy. 


"He docs little things in the operating 


room scenes," she says, "that are really 
very good — things requiring a lot of 
dexterity and knowledge." 
> 


She says he gives her the third degree 


to make sure he has everything down 
pat He checks and double checks'the 
pronunciation of medical terms in the 
script He browses through medical cata- 
logs,1 she says, and orders instruments 
he wants to use. 


He's gotten so smart that he can now 


coach other actors In surgical scenes, 
and he can tell actors who are supposed- 
ly victims of certain diseases how they 
should behave. 


THE SHOW IS going to do more surgi- 


cal shows. Gllcksman and Ward say that 
at first CBS told them to play down oper- 
ations, but did a turnabout and now want 
more. 


"We're going to use all the latest 


equipment," Ward soys. "The public 
loves gadgctry. And the medical supply 
houses love it when we show new stuff. 
One show last year, we used a new kind 
of thermometer — instantaneous, with 
digital figures — and the company that 
gave it to us wrote that because of its 
use on the show they sold a bunch of 
them." 


The producers of Medical Center know 


that they have a weighty responsibility. 
They deal In life and death subjects that 
the public may identify with. And the 
public is mo and ypu and we are all in- 
cipient hypochondriacs. 


This was brought homo to Gllcksman 


and Ward when a secretary on the MGM 
lot, where the scries Is filmed, watched a 
show, recognized her own symptoms and 
went to see her doctor. He confirmed her 
boob-tube-dlagnosls that she had multiple 
sclerosis. She says the show saved her 
life because she caught It In time. 


THEY DO NOT, of course, recommend 


their show as a living room diagnosti- 
cian. But they recognize that lots of 
people use it as such. This worries them. 
That's another reason — probably the 
main one — why they are such fanatics 
for factuallsm. 


"We've had lots of letters saying the 


show has helped people," Gllcksman 
says. "And we've never had one saying

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Changes Began In The '60s , 
Youth

Long hair on men. Blue Jeans and 


work shirts. Student protests and riots. 
All tbete are signs of changes, In youth 
attitude! that have become prominent in 
American life since the late '60s. 


The changes first became noticeable 


on the college level, but signs of change 
are no longer restricted to these In- 
stitutions of higher learning1. Now the so- 
called youth movement has Invaded high 
schools and even Junior Ugh' and grade 
schools. 


One of the last bastions' of the status 


quo was private education on the second 
dory level. But this, too, is seeing a 
change in student attitudes. In most 
cases, the change hasn't manifested it- 
self in the form of riots and revolts, but 
in the awareness and desire to'bo heard 
on the part of students. 
; And the scene is no different In-the 
Northwest suburbs than in any other 
area of the country. St Viator and Sa- 
cred Heart of Mary Catholic high schools 
are seeing their share of change. 


Teachers at the two schools are notic- 


ing the change that has taken place over 
the past several years. One of these is 
Sam Spltalll, chairman of one of St. Via- 
tor's three innovative programs in- 
troduced this year. 


"TODAY, STUDENTS are more out* 


spoken, more concerned with their cur- 
riculum," said Spltalll, a seven-year 
teaching veteran. "Students seem to 
have an attitude of wanting greater in- 
volvement In how their lives are man- 
aged at school. They want still more 
voice In writing a plan for the school. 


"A few years ago wo would give orders 


and they would follow them," he contin- 
ued. "Now there is a great deal of ques- 
tioning and criticism." 


But Spltalll Is not taken aback by the 


moro vocal students. On the contrary, he 
says it Is a change for the better. With- 
out the questioning and criticism there Is 
no vehicle for students to achieve person- 
al growth, ho says. 


And this new era of criticism from stu- 


dents reaches down Into the very guts of 
what Catholic education tries to provide 
— religious training. 


Dorothy Strobl, a religion teacher at 


Sacred Heart in Rolling Meadows, has 
come face to face with critical attitudes 
of students. She feels that students have 
been refused a choice of what to believe 
for so long that they now are beginning 
to reject organized religion. 


"IN SOME CASES, they Just don't see 


the relevancy of the established, in- 
stitutional church," Miss Strobl ob- 
served. "In other coses this (rejection of 
religion) is Just the first taste of free- 
dom. 


"Parents get worried, though. But 


faith is a personal thing. You cannot tell 
someone what to bcllcvo." 


Miss Strobl and the other teachers at 


both Catholic high schools seem recep- 
tive to criticism and questioning. They 
try to encourage this, saying it helps tho 
students to mature, to have a better feel- 
ing for learning. 


Tho teachers are not alone. The admin- 


istrations of both schools are also seek- 
ing avenues of student expression. They 
say they want to listen to what the stu- 
dents have to say. 


At St. Viator In Arlington Heights, Fa- 


.'ther Patrick Render, associate principal 
for student and personnel services, said 
that students were not contacted when 
the new programs were being developed. 
As a result, -he -says there have been 
problems — culture shock and alienation. 


One avenue of communication for stu- 


dents Is student government. Traditional- 
ly, high school student councils were 
. more concerned .with decorations.for the 
next sock' hop'than curriculum changes. 
But administrations at both schools hope 
that, too, will change. 
'Render said thafat St Viator a Stu- 
dent-Parent-Faculty Council has been in 
existence for several years. But be wants 
It to be more active. Ho says its value 
lies In dialog among the three con- 
stituencies. Out of this dialog can come 
good advice for the administration, he 
says. . 


ALREADY. INTEREST has grown in 


the council at St Viator. Students have 
already elected representatives and have 


. organized Internal committees. Parents 


have- not yet elected their representa- 
tives, but Render sold twice as many 
parents as are needed have shown an in- 
terest In serving. The faculty is also pre- 
paring to elect council members. 


' 
At Sacred Heart the story is much the 


same. Principal Gerald Giles said that In 
the post, students became disillusioned 
with student government. When the new 
administration took over last March, 
there was no student government at Sa- 
cred Heart 


"I hope the students have a greater 


voice more and more," Giles said. He 
said that a Student Welfare Activities 
Committee has been formed with a sub- 
committee to-study student government 
Giles hopes student government becomes 
active, an effective avenue for student 
participation. 


But students aren't the only ones 


school administrations arc listening to 
moro than in the past They are also 
seeing a need for greater cooperation 
-with parents. 


PARENTS HAVE already been made 


a part of the Student Welfare Activities 
Committee at Sacred Heart And Giles 
said tho administration is in the process 
of setting up committees to study the 
curriculum and student evaluation. Par- 
ents and students will bo included in 
both, because Giles says ho sees a need 
for the two groups to talk to each other 
as well as tho faculty and adminis- 
tration. The same is true with St. Via- 
tor's Studcnt-Parcnt-Faculty Council. 


AND PARENTS are being relied upon 


more and more by both schools to set 
down rules of conduct for tho students. 


Signs of these changes in attitudes to- 


ward moro parental voice con be seen by 
walking through either high school. Uni- 
forms for girls and dress shirts and ties 
for boys have been replaced by Jeans 
and sport shirts. Boys with beards and 
long hair can bo found at St Viator. At 
Sacred Heart, it's a common sight to see 
girls smoking clgarets in the cafeteria. 


Tho loosening of restrictions is a result 


of administrators taking another look at 
their role. At both, schools they say the 
school is to educate, the home to deter- 
mine what Is proper dross, hair length 
and behavior. Notes from parents are re- 
quired in most cases for students to be 
allowed to smoke at school, grow beards 
or Just to leave school early for a Job. 


And at St. Viator, even the wording of 


rules that have been kept is different 
from the past Brother Leo Ryan, the 
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school's president, \ said deletion of such 
terms as "will be dealt with-hanhly" Is 
a direct result of trying to change stu- 
dent attitudes toward school and allow 
them more freedom to express them- 
selves. 


"THERE ARE now fewer absolutes," 


Ryan said. ''We are not interested In 
straining ourselves to look for In- 
subordination. We want to'temper justice 
with understanding. We are trying to re- 
move contradictions." 


But stricter discipline Is one reason 


many parents give for paying 1550 a year 
to send, their children to Catholic high 
schools. They say discipline Is moro lax 
In public schools, at loast that's the way 
It used to be. . 


Although discipline is one reason cltod 


by parents for sending tholr children to 
either Sacred Honrt or St. Viator, one 
other reason stands out above the rest — 
religious training. But that, too, is not 
taught as it used to bo. 


In the front of a religion classroom at 


Sacred Heart sits a record album, "God- 
spell." Godspcll is a rock opera taken 
from tho New Testament. On the wall U 
a poster that pictures Christ and the 
words, "Wanted:" for Insurrection and 
revolutionary teachings. There Is also a 
Bible in the room. 


Religion teacher Strobl says that 


teaching religion has changed since she 
started in 1967. The content of religion 
courses now focus on the students' own 
experiences. 


"There Is a lack of saying, 'this Is

But there Is more per- 
sonal choice involved for the students." 


THEOLOGY IS still required fare for 


Catholic students at both St. Viator and 
Sacred Heart. 


At St. Viator, religion Is still taught as 


a separate course In (no traditional pro- 
gram. In the other three programs, how- 
ever, religion Is more related to the vari- 
ous disciplines, a natural relation and 
flow, as Render puts it. 


Both approaches are used at Sacred 


Heart. Giles said that for a student's 
first four semesters, she will have reli- 
gious training closely taught with Eng- 
lish and social studies. Upperclnssmcn 
have more choice. Their religious train- 
ing comes in the form of such classes as 
religions of man, Christian morality and 
Christian marriage. 


Students at Sacred Heart said they like 


the way religion Is taught They like 
being able to discuss and question reli- 
gious teachings. 


But although they like religion classes,' 


students at both schools said that Isn't 
the reason they enjoy their schools, even 
If it Is the reason their parents send 
them. They like their schools because 
they sold they can get to know their 
teachers better and have a better chance 
of knowing most of their fellow students.

Boys and girls have traditionally been 


separated In Catholic high schools. Much 
of the reason for this Is that these 
schools were often started by orders of 
priests or nuns. They naturally wanted to 
teach their own gender, Ryan said. 


BUT RYAN ALSO said the* current 


trend In Catholic education is toward 
coeducational high schools. Render said 
that most Catholic high schools that have 
been set up In the East during the past 
four or five years are coeducational. 


Administrations at both schools said 


they arc hoping for more cooperation 
and activities between their boys and. 
girls. Some girls at Sacred Heart are al- 
ready taking physics at St. Viator. And 
some of the boys at SL Viator are taking 
art at Sacred Heart. 


The two schools have cooperated on so- 


cial functions for many years, but ad- 
ministrators say that it will be some 
time — If ever — before,any thought is 
given to making their schools coeduca- 
tional. 


But there Is no hesitation by adminis- 


trators when asked about the future of 
Catholic education. They say Catholic 
education has been upgraded nationally, 
and the feeling Is still there that it is 
important to maintain Catholic high 
schools for those who wont their brand of 
education. 


"I believe we have to reaffirm and re- 


discover the value of private education," 
Render said. "It's dangerous not to have 
alternatives. Wo must have more than 
one school system."

-Dtar Reader — A pychiatrb* Is a 
physldaa who hat completed college, 
medical tchool, and usually ari Internship 
before his specialty training In psy- 
chiatry. This means he should be able to 
practice general medicine if he chose to 
do so as is the case with other special- 
ists. His psychiatric training may then 
go Into further specialization including 
analytical psychiatry or child psychiatry 
as two examples. 
.Psychologists usually have a .Ph.D., 
meaning they have graduated from col- 
lege and then taken additional graduate 
training in their field, but have not at- 
tended medical school This means they 
c«uld not practice general medicine. 
•They might know a great deal about 


the psychodynamics of an Individual, but. 
they would not be expected to know the 
details of diagnosing digestive disorders, 
nor would-they be licensed to treat such 
things as a peptic uker or hepatitis. , 


There are several types of psy- 


chologists. Some are experimental psy- 
chologists who sometimes deal' with 
problems quite removed from the prac- 
tice of medicine. 


MANY GOOD psychologists work in 


conjunction with psychiatrists 'adminis-. 
terlng complex psychological tests and 
providing - psychological counseling for 
people who do) have psychological prob- 
lems. Sometimes physicians refer 
patients to psychologists for additional 
help when that Is the moln problem in- 
volved. 


Psychologists never become analysts 


In the sense that a psychiatrist may, 
since psychoanalysis isn't the main 
thrust of their training or the application 
of their skills. 


In general I think It a mistake to adopt 


an attitude of either psychiatrist or psy- 
chologist. Both of these disciplines per- 
form a very useful function. Psy- 
chologists are particularly useful in 
school situations (including the psy- 
chology of learning) and organizational 
structures where human behavior factors"' 
are important, even though the Individ- - 
uals Involved may not be disturbed or. 
having any psychiatric illness. 


On the other hand, a person with schi- 


zophrenic'psychosis for example needs 
treatment with a full complement of ser- 
vices usually including the adminis- 
'tration of medicines which cannot be pre- • 
scribed'by a psychologist since they 
must be prescribed by'a physician.-In 
my experience, psychiatrists' and ps> 
chotogists work well-together in a team 
effort. \

Many People Buy Heating 
System Too Casually 


Tho largest single Investment of a life- 


time, and most people make It casually, 
notes the National Better Heating-Cool- 
Ing Council about tho American home 
buyer. Especially In selecting heating 
systems. 


It Is generally accepted that the most 


Important feature In a home with respect 
to comfort Is Its heating system, and un- 
less It Is functioning properly, tho home- 
owner is letting himself and his family in 
for a lot of unhapplncss, not to mention 
expense. 


To give prospective homeowners an In- 


sight into what to look for when shopping 
for a new home, the Council has pre- 
pared a quick and simple checklist. Here 
are some of the things to look for: 


1. Know tho type of system. Is it hy- 


dronlc (hot water or steam), warm air, 
or electric resistance? In modem hy- 
dronlcs, water is heated In a boiler and 
pumped* through small tubing to 
baseboard panels. In warm air systems, 
a furnace heats air which Is circulated 
by fans or blowers through ducts to reg- 
isters. In electric resistance systems, 
heat is created In various types of outlets 
the same way your toaster works. 


2. Look for stamp of approval. Tho 


namcplate on your boiler should bear the 
emblem of either the Institute of Boiler 
and Radiator Manufacturers (IBR) or 
the Steel Boiler Institute (SBI), If gas 
fired, the furnace should have its rating 
approved by the American Gas Associ- 
ation. These organizations have estab- 


lished criteria of performance to assure 
the consumer that the equipment will 
produce its rated output. 


3. Listen for noises. A good heating 


system should be relatively quiet. Ask to 
hear it in operation. 


4. Ask about expandability. Remember 


that your family needs will Increase In 
later years. Make sure the system is de- 
signed to handle extra leads if you plan 
to enlarge the house or add air condi- 
tioning. A word of caution. A ducted 
warm air system docs not automatically 
imply that you can add air conditioning 
quickly and Inexpensively. The ducts, the 
fan, and the registers must all be larger 
to accommodate a comfortable cooling 
system. 


5. Check the. heating distributors. For 


optimum comfort, all distributors—base- 
board panels, convcctors, and registers 
— should be near the floor on outside 
walls, especially under windows., 


6. Find the thermostat. Make sure the 


thermostat Is located on 'an inside wall 
away from'sunlight, hot pipes or drafts. 
If the house has more than one level, you 
will be better off to have a thermostat 
for each level. 
. 


7. 'Compare operating costs. Check 


with a heating .contractor for estimated, 
costs when moving into a new house. In 
olddr houses,. inspect the heating bills 
and try: to .compare thdm with neighbors 
who have similar houses and heating sys- 
tems/In older houses, have a contractor 
Inspect the heating-system to ascertain 
that it Is In good condition.

Hidden beneath the land surface, in al- 


meet every part of the United States, are 
natural reaenrotn of food wholesome 
water. This underground water Is re- 
ferred to as "ground water." 


Mora than 10 million American home- 


owners and farm families depend on this 
vast supply of ground water for their en- 
Ure domestic water requirements. These 
homeowners and farmers use Individual 
wells and water systems to obtain good 
fresh water for home use, livestock and 
irrigation. 


Ground water offers several major ad- 


vantages, both for the Individual home- 
owner who uses It and for the United 
States as a whole: 


It Is available in vast quantities. Over 


97 per cent of our fresh water Is under- 
ground. Less than three per cent is sur- 
face water, found in lakes and streams. 
The Ground Water Council reports that 
there are adequate quantities of ground 
water in nearly all areas of the country. 


Ground water stores Itself. There is no 


loss through evaporation as then Is In 
reservoir storage, for example. 


Ground water is generally unpolluted 


and uncontamlnated, since it is naturally 
filtered through layers of soil and stone. 


It Is generally inexpensive. Ground wa- 


ter is normally available at the point of 
use, and there is little need for costly 
treatment facilities. 
• 


A high level of cleanliness Is a princi- 


pal reason why ground water is an Ideal 


water supply. However, although K is 
naturally clean'and of excellent bacterial 
quality in Its natural state over large 
areas, ground water is being con- 
taminated where short-sighted methods 
of sewage and waste disposal are being 
used. 


What, then, can we do to protect our 


vital ground water supplies? Con- 
servation, as we are learning, is the job 
of every citizen. 


Start with your home. If you have a 


well, make sure it is properly cased and 
constructed so that It will be protected 
from near-surface contamination from 
pesticides, Insecticides, etc. A reliable lo- 
cal well drilling contractor can help you 
here. 


If you have a home sewage or septic 


system, make certain It works properly 
and is cleaned periodically. It should be 
located away from the.well, downhfll 
from your water supply. If you live bra 
densely populated area, it makes aense 
to go.to a central sewage collection and 
treatment system to make certain that 
contamination Is not put directly .back 
Into the ground. 


If individuals .or companies abandon 


wells, they should be properly capped to 
avoid direct leakage into the under- 
ground water supply. Central sewage 
plants should treat sewage to a high de- 
gree, to protect surface .as well as 
ground water supplies. 


Industries and communities should not

be permitted to dispose of any type of, 
waste without the most stringent type of 
controls. If an underground'water source 
is ruined, there is no known procedure 
for cleaning it up.

Finally, water must be returned to the 


ground. While we have-lots of under- 
ground water, the drop'In water table- 
levels makes wells more expensive. State' 
and federal rules are needed to insure 
that the amount of water taken from the 
ground be fully treated and then re- 
'turned.

Choose roofing materials that will pro- 


vide a long-term shield against bad 
weather and other roof hazards. For In- 
stance, heavyweight asphalt shingles are 
designed by manufacturers to provide 
from 20 to 25 yean of hard-weather ser- 
vice, and carry the Underwriters' Labo- 
ratories label for fire-resistance. 


In most cases they can be Installed 


over the existing roof, saving the time 
and expense of removing old materials 
and providing an extra layer of in- 
sulation. 


Gutters and drains — these should 


bo cleared of leaves and debris, so rain 
water and melting snow can drain oft 
easily. In winter, Ice-clogged roof gutters 
can form ice dams that prevent water 
run-off and allow it to seep under the 
roofing and leak Into the house. 


Windows — To assure good insulation, 


replace worn weathentripplng, caulk 
open areas around frames, and reputty 
sash if necessary. Be sure storm sash is 
in good condition and ready for in- 
stallation. . 


Flashings — Resoal any loose flashing 


with roofing compound to prevent water 
seepage. Check especially around vents 
and chimney. 


Foundations and sidewalls — Open 


seams are entries for wind and water, 
and should be carefully caulked.

Invest In Good Tools 


One of the first things the homeowner 


learns Is that (here are certain repair 
and maintenance Jobs that he can and 
should do himself. For this, an in- 
vestment In tools Is necessary. 


Whie lists of basic tools will differ In 


one or two Items, most of them will in- 
clude the following Items: 


Screwdrivers — You will need more 


than one. And at this point you should be 
reminded that there is no such thing as 
an all-purpose tool. For screwdrivers, 
consider buying one of those sets that 
many hardware stores feature. There 
will be six or seven screwdrivers in the 
set, which should cover Just about every- 
thing. 


Besides a variety of widths and thick- 


nesses in blades, look for at least one 
that has a short handle to work In tight 
places. 


The set should also Include one or two 


with the special four-way Up-for Phillips 
screws. 


Pliers — The ordinary sllpjolnt pliers 


will do for a start. Later on, you will 
graduate to side-cutting and. long-nosed 
pliers. So-called water-pump pliers are 
made so that the adjustable Jaws can be 
set for a variety of sizes. 


Wrench — Get an adjustable wrench of 


the crescent variety. A 10-Inch ono will 
handle most Jobs but consider smaller 
and larger ones in time. The smooth, 
square-Jawed monkey wrench and the 
pipe wrench are others to consider if you 
get into plumbing repairs — which you 
will, eventually. 


Hammer — Buy a claw hammer with 


a forged-steel head. The M-ounce ham- 
mer is a good all-around hammer. 


Plunger — The tool known as a plumb- 


er's friend Is a single-purpose tool. It to 
used for opening stopped drains and is 
worth every penny you spend on it Use 
it in time and you may not have to resort 
to wrenches. 


. Saw — Get a crosscut saw, one with 
seven or eight teeth per inch, which will 
handle most of the board-cutting you are 
likely to encounter. A hacksaw for cut- 
ting metal Is a worthy Investment When 
all else fails with a rusted bolt and nut, 
you can always lop it off with a hacksaw.. 


Measuring tools — A steel tape, about 


eight or 10 feet long, Is handy and com- 
pact and can be used for inside and out-' 
side measuring generally. Later, you can 
add a six-foot folding rule, the kind you 
see carpenters using. 


A trl-square is used for drawing the 


cutting lines on • piece of wood once 
you've done your measuring. Also use It 
to check the squareness of ends and 
sides of lumber. 


Drill — A push drill is fine for starter 


holes for wood screws. The electric drill 
comes close to' being, an all-purpose tool 
once you start investigating all the at- 
tachments you can buy for it 


Aside from the electric drill, go easy 


on power tools at the beginning. Rent 
what you need. You may find that you 
don't really need a particular item after 
all. Do not buy cheap tools. A good tool 
will last a long, long time and will be 
easier to use at any time.

This mul- 
tiple test procedure has proven to be 
most successful To date, over-600 drill- 
ers and pump installers have successful-, 
ly taken the certification exams.

Bathrooms 
Are Changing 


The glamor wave that' hit them a few 


years ago was almost the only significant', 
change in bathrooms since they moved 
indoors. But now, in manufactured'hous- 
ing, the basic concept of bathroom con* 
structlon has been updated. 


The change is due to use of a factory 


produced "wet module" — a single bath- 
room-kitchen-utility unit (such'as a com- 
plete bathroom plus a service wall for 
tho kitchen) that contains all the neces- 
sary plumbing pipes, electrical panels 
and heating'apparatus. 


Built, pre-assembled, and generally 


preflnlshed in a plant, the wet module 
offers significant 'advantages over con- 
ventional bathroom and kitchen construe*,; 
tlon — generally' considered the 'most 
time-consuming, difficult and .costly' 
phases of residential building. 


In addition to its ease and speed of in- 


stallation (which helps control costs) the 
wet modulo also benefits from stringent 
factory inspections for quality. 
, 


At present, wet modules are being used 


almost exclusively for manufactured 
housing, especially apartments,; hotels 
and motels. In manufactured (or indus- 
trialized) building, components are facto- 
ry-produced then transported to the site 
for speedy erection into complete struc- 
tures. 


Industry experts say .that the wet mod- 


ule's advantages may — in the future —. 
also lead to their use in conventionally- 
built low-rise housing and remodeling. 
-

At the Steeple Run tuhdiviiion in Llste, 


for instance, where C. V. Carlson Con- 
structlon Co., Inc., is the carpenter coo- 
tractor, apprentices are doing a fun 
.range of work, in many case* matching 
the skill and productivity of Journeymen. 


"There's no question these boys are 


good; I'd use more of them if I could," 
states Ralph Young, Carlson's foreman 
on the Job. 


Apprentices at Steeple Run are doing 


practically every residential carpentry 
Job imaginable, from rough framing to 
sheathing to exterior and Interior trim 
and including paneling of walls. 


The apprentices are the product of the 


four-year training program conducted by 
the Chicago District Council of Carpen- 
;ten which covers Cook, DuPage, and 
.Lake counties. The program, which is 
•funded by contributions from general 
'.contractors at the rate of eight cents a 
'.carpenter man-hour, turns out between 
400 and COO apprentice carpenters per 
year. 


Adolph "Duffy" Dordar, coordinator of 


;the Carpenters' Apprentice Program, 
says the apprentices are one of the best 
•bargains on the market, and should be 
utilized more to gain productivity at no 
.increasein cost. 


While these men quickly gain in skill 


during their four-year training period, 
they are paid less than a Journeyman. In 
the first year, an apprentice receives 53 
. per cent of a Journeyman's wages, 65 per 
;ccnt the second year, 75 per cent tho 
•third year, and 90 per cent the fourth 
•year. 


• In fact, some contractors who use ap- 
prentices extensively say they wish they 
';could use more of them, but they're lim- 
ited by the union requirement of one ap- 
. prentice for every five Journeymen. 
. Despite the bargain which the appren- 
1 tice represents to the contractor, Dardar 
; reports he is having problems finding 
• employment for apprentices. He says 
:around is per cent of the 400 to 500 ap- 
: prentices turned out each year drop out 
: of the trade because of lack of work, as 
well as for other reasons, such as the 
draft 
: Before 1965, apprentices gained all 
: their knowledge in tho field. Since that 
•time, the carpenters and contractors 
• have funded a 12-week preapprentlco 
: training program at tho Washburne 
.Trade School in Chicago which gives the 
young carpenter '80 hours of classroom' 
training before he goes out on tho Job. 
. Then, during the first three years of 
: his apprenticeship, the young carpenter 
• attends school 1 full day every other 
:week and spends the remaining work 
: days on the Job. Thus he gets the benefit 
of on-the-Job experience plus classroom 
theory.

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For Triek-Or^Treaters 


1. Make sure costume doesn't drag. 


2. Avoid masks. Make-up Is better. 


—Use only costumes made of fire re- 


tardant materials. These will catch fire 
but not as quickly as untreated ones. To 
make homemade costumes fire retardant 
follow these directions from the U.S, De- 
partment of Agriculture: seven ounces of 
borax, three ounces of boric add, two 
quarts of hot water. Stir until solution 
clears. If it jells in the process, beat it 
again. Dip the dry costume into this. If 
the costume is wet, it will dilute the so- 
lution and make it less effective. Press 
with warm iron. The solution, will have 
the effect of a thin starch. 


—Hake sure costume doesn't drag, 


causing the little spook or clown to trip. 
Avoid materials with a nap when mak- 
ing costumes on your own. Such mate- 
rials include terrycloth, old towels, 
flannelette and cheesecloth. 


—Put reflective tape on the costume, 


fore and .aft, to make the wearer more 
visible to motorists. To heighten visibil- 
ity, give the children flashlights. The 
light also will help them find their way 
; through unfamiliar territory. 


— AVOID MASKS. Frequently the eye 


holes are'poorly placed or .too small.for 
safe seeing] 'The fit of many' interferes 
with breathing. Preferable to masks is 
makeup. You can buy a kit of It for Hal- 
loween at the dime store-for less than a 
dollar. Put cold cream on before. the 
makeup. This makes removal easier. 


—Light all jack o'lanterns with 


flashlights instead of candles. Also turn' 
on all yard and porch and driveway, 
lights If you expect children to find'their 
way to your doorstop safely. 


In some cities the town fathers and 


residents publicize' a system for letting 
tricksters and treaters know tbey.'re .wel- 
come. Porch lights are turned on. .If you 
don't want to be bothered by a trick or 
treater, simply don't turn on your porch 
light 


—Instruct children not to eat, any 


treats until you've examined them at1 
home. Anything wrapped and sealed by 
the manufacturer ought to be considered 
safe, although in one Ohio town a child- 
hater last Halloween stuck some pack- 
aged candy bars with needles. To be 
double sure, carefully examine the pack- 
age treats when In doubt.

"Even the most cautious motorist,

: prevent a Halloween accident because 
there just Is not enough time to stop 
when a child darts into the car's path," 
the Association said.

Learning Begins At Home 


Involvement Is Key To Success' 
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(Second of two parts)

The booklet, "Recipes for Fun," has an 


east-to-follow, how-to format for such 
games children play as exploring the 
neighborhood, "let's pretend" and simple 
plays and puppet shows for which all 
props are made by the youngsters them- 
selves and their parents. 


It was the first project, and something 


of a runaway success, of four Chicago 
mothers who pooled time and creative 
efforts in the belief that with a little 
guidance, the parental role in a child's 
early development could be greatly 
strengthuncd. 


The workshop program, Parents As 


Resources, they developed is now a full- 
time job for Anne Cole, Carolyn Haas, 
Elizabeth Heller and Betty Weinberger. 


PAR suggestions for releasing parent- 


child creativity include such projects as 
sidewalk art — not too useful for cities 
but great in the suburbs. The only tools 
needed are a largo paint brush, a pall of 
water and food coloring. The parent pre- 
pares the mixture of water and coloring. 
The child paints away on the sidewalk. A 
garden hose will wash away the "exhib- 
its." 


FOR CITY OR SUBURB there is fun 


dough — a handy ingredient for rainy- 
day play indoors. It's easily made with 
flour, salt and water. 


Finger paint con be made with paste, 


food coloring and soap flakes. 


Trams eon be put together with such 


Items as shoe boxes and string. Macaroni 
makes bracelets and necklaces. And jar 
lids, paper and toothpicks moke dandy 
bathtub boats. 


All the recipes ore fun for the children. 


But the learning experiences involved 
ore many and the time shared with par- 
ents is meaningful. 


To maintain contact with specialists in 


early childhood education PAR team 
members have attended various confer- 
ences including the National Homcstart 
Conference hi St Louis. And they served 
as consultants for two "First Chance" 
module meetings (funded by the Bureau 
for the Educationally Handicapped) in 


Chapel Hill, N.C., and Albuquerque, 
N.M. 


The Illinois Department ef Children 


and Family Services covered their costs 
for the Day Care Home Project. Prior to 
that they donated their time and fi- 
nanced everything themselves. Now their 
booksales help fund their volunteer ef- 
forts. 


PAR RECENTLY received a founda- 


tion grant to expand its parent program 
by training Inner-city residents to lead 
workshops. 


"Community involvement," said Caro- 


lyn Haas, "is the key to the success of 
the program." 


Chicago's NET television plans to pro- 


duce a pilot tape of the first of a 12-part 
aeries which focuses on workshlp train- 
Ing sessions with home follow-through, 
featuring parents and children of varying 
ethnic backgrounds. 


PAR also hopes for the establishment 


of a "materials bank" to which in- 
dustries and businesses can donate scrap 
items for distribution to schools, centers 
and homes. 


"It would be reprocessing for educa- 


tion," Ann Cote said, "and bring reality 
to our motto 'Don't throw it away. Use 
It.1"

Tougher Toy Law 


Now In 
Effect 


(United Frew International)

Christmas 1872 may be the safest one 


ever In Illinois, thanks to new toy .safe- 
ty legislation which became effective 
Oct'l. 
. 


The .Illinois Department of Public 


Health now has the authority to embargo 
toys which pose a hazard to children. 
Embargoed items will be tagged with a 
warning forbidding their sale until the 
hazard has been investigated. 


If a toy is found to be safe the tag will 


be removed: But if it proves dangerous, 
the state would petition the court to have 
the toy destroyed at the violator's ex- 
pense. 


In addition, the new •law enables the 


state, through the health department, to 
immediately remove-from the market 
any toys which have been banned by the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA). According to public health direc- 
tor, Dr. Franklin D. Voder, this will 
close the gap in federal law by which 
hazardous, toys often remain on retail 
shelves for months before a legal order 
can be obtained to remove them. 


IN HANDLING complaints concerning 


hazardous toys, the health department 
will work in close cooperation with the 
FDA. A special agreement between the 
two agencies win enable the health de- 
partment to send suspected toys to FDA 
laboratories in Washington, D.C., for 
testing. 


The legislation amended the Uniform 


Hazardous Substances 'Act of Illinois to 
cover "combustible," "thermal," "elec- 
trical" and ''mechanical'' hazards. The 
amendment conforms with an amend- 
ment to the federal Child Protection and 
Toy Safety Act , , ...'. 


That act, as amended, classifies as 


"hazardous*! any article which "pre- 
sents an unreasonable risk of person- 
al, injury or illness" from1 fragmenta- 
; tion, disassembly propulsion, points or 
protrusions, moving parts, insufficiency 
of controls to atop motion or because the 
article or any part may be breathed or 
ingested.

MANY HAZARDS IN, toys have appti- 


ebUy resulted, from the manufacturer's 
(Underestimation of a cbfld'a strength. 
Tbe National Bureau of Standards Is test- 
ing 2 to 6-year-olds to determine their 


ability to push, pull, twist or grip. So far, 
the bureau has discovered that 6-year- 
olds can pull more than 70 pounds and 
can twist more than 35 pounds per inch. 
The tests have also indicated that 2-year- 
old girls are stronger than 2-year-old 
boys. 


Attesting to the inadequacy of many 


toys to withstand "normal" abuse by a 
child, an Arlington Heights mother of 
two, Mrs. Edward Kubadd, told The. 
Herald that her baby of less than one 
year pulled the top off a musical rattle, • 
exposing sharp spokes. 


Another mother, Mrs. Kubadd report- 


ed, found that her child became ill after; 
breaking the surface of an "Etch-A- 
Sketch" toy . and eating the material 
inside. 
' 


Toys recently banned by the FDA in- 


clude squeeze toys manufactured la W.. 
Germany'for Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., 
which had removable squeakers; musi- 
cal "roly poly" toys manufactured by. 
Marshall Field and Co., which were 
flammable; a bride doll containing pins;, 
a toy xylophone made in Japan for Mont- 
gomery Ward, which had: sharp edges; 
and a "Playskool hour glass" made by 
the Milton Bradley Co., which* had small 
objects and sharp nails. 


THE ILLINOIS LAW provides for a 


six-member council, representing chem- 
ical and toy manufacturers, retailers, la,- 
bar and consumers,' who will advise the 
health department on regulations con* 
cerning hazardous substances. However, 
in emergency situations the public health 
director has the power to embargo an 
article without convening the council. 


Dr. Yoder reported that Illinois toy 


manufacturers — of which there are 40 
major ones — have been "extremely co- 
operative In this matter,"'He said there 
was no major lobbying against the bllL 


He added thai while tbe'new standards 


are expected to cut down on the number 
of serious injuries .'from toys — some 
. 700,000 children in the U.S. were killed or 
disfigured last year—the law "does not 
take the place of a responsible par- 
ent" But, besides. "Citing control 
over the toys a child plays wita/a parent 
now can report a suspected hazardous 
toy to the public healthdepartment fa 
the State of Illinois BoHdlng; 160 N. La- 
Sane.

Parent Reaction 
Causes Trauma 


It is clear from studies of child sexual 


victims that it is not the sexual assault 
that usually creates trauma, but the 
child's parents' behavior upon its dis- 
covery and their effects on the child. In 
an article in the NAMH Reporter, publi- 
cation of the National Association for 
Mental Health, one authority said ques- 
tioning by parents, police and lawyers 
generally can be far more unsettling to 
the child than the actual assault. 


The authority is LeRoy G. Schultz, as- 


sociate professor of Social Work'at West 
Virginia University (UPI).

Dear Dorothy: Severe! years ago we 


moved into a home with aluminum sid- 
ing. We've never cleaned this siding and 
the atmospheric fumes have finally 
made it pretty ugly looking. Is it possible 
for us to paint this or at least clean ft?

The best thing to do in this type of 


situation is to wash ii First try a soju- 
doo of one of the mild detergents used in 
dishwashing. If this has no effect, try one 
of toe stronger laundry detergents' in so- 
lution — in the proportion of one ounce to 
three quarts warm water. If this action 
doesn't budge the discoloration, try triso- 
dlum phosphate (TSP), using the direc- 
tions on the container. Whatever1 you 
fined effective, be sure to rinse well after 
cleaning. 


Dear Dorothy: I've often wondered 


what the difference was between a 
brand-name product and a super- 
market's own brand. For example, 
should I buy the supermarket's strained 
food for my baby or spend the extra 
money for a well-known brand?

Some supermarket chains have their 


own kitchens and laboratories which pre- 
pare their own products — others have 
their products prepared by nationally 
known manufacturers but packaged un- 
der their own labels. The quality should 
be as good. Usually I stfck with those 
products that I've tried and found satis- 
factory in steady use. 


Dear Dorothy: Picking up the rug in 


the children's playroom, I found some of 
the foam-rubber backing was stuck to 
the floor. How do I get this off?

Go over the area very lightly with the 


finest steel wool (0000) dipped in'mineral 
spirits. And don't forget, this is potent 
stuff so observe the usual caution.

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Two Weeks Of Candle Sales 


Last week thit column discussed the 


record of President Nlwm "on consumer 
issue*. Today, we tsJte * look it his oppo- 
nent, u well u fone other oniHIilflt**- 


Sen. George McGovern, although be 


has not particularly Identified with con- 
sumer issues — his area of legislative 
concentration being the war — has nev- 
ertheless been favorably disposed, toward 
legislation that would protect or extend 
consumer interests. 


The one consumer bill be has person- 


ally sponsored was Truth in Advertising, 
which would require companies to sub- 
stantiate advertising claims. This would 
seem to be fairly important legislation, 
since requests by the FTC for substan- 
tiation in the past have revealed that 30 
per cent of the "proof* offered by ad- 
vertisers is Inadequate. 


McOOVERN ALSO supported the Con- 


sumer Protection Act, a bill to create an 
Independent agency to handle consumer 
complaints and to defend consumers in 
litigations with companies. The bill died 
upon adjournment of the 92nd Congress, 
but is certain to be relntroduced next 
year. 
> 


Another bill supported by McGovern, 


Truth in Food Labeling, would require 
that all ingredients in food products be 
listed in specific terms on the label This 
would eliminate the use of such general 
terms as "flavorings" or "colorings" in 
place of specific substances. It would en- 
able persons allergic to certain additives 
to avoid foods containing them, and 
would also provide all consumers with 
the complete ingredient information they 
ought to have to make selections. 


McGovern voted for the Fair Warranty 


Disclosure Act, which would set federal 
minimum standards to protect con- 
sumers from "loopholes" in product 
guarantees and warranties, which limit 
manufacturers' liability rather than in- 
sure quality. 


Two amendments to weaken the FTC's 


authority in defending the consumer 
were opposed by McGovern. 


GOING BACK further in the record, 


McGovern voted for the Rlblcoff bill for 
funds to develop a safer automobile, for 
the Truth in Lending bill, and for the 
Auto Safety Act of 1966. McGovern was 
also a strong opponent of the Adminis- 
tration-backed bill to develop the super- 
sonic transport, an issue that had serious 
environmental Implications. 


In the case of local candidates, It is a 


little more difficult to assess records vis 
a vis consumers because those seeking a 
first term in office are basically running 
on promises, while the incumbents may 
have chosen other causes to champion In 
Congress. 


At the senatorial level, Republican In-

For whatovir reason you want to dry 


or press flowers — for framing, as gift 
notepaper, for use-In flower arrange* 
nwnts or simply for memories — here 
are a few Ups on how to do tt: 


BELLS OF IRELAND and Japanese 


lanterns can be dried lor flower arrange- 
ments by picking them when the flowers 
are mature but still intact (Prune out 
leaves on the beOs of Ireland.) Hang the 
flower stems on a clotheslne in a hot, dry 
spot. (And hope anybody who sees them 
doesn't think you are kooky.) 


If you want gourds for Halloween and 


centerpiece decorations later on, pick 
them now while the stems are dry and 
the gourds hard. With a sharp naU or hat 
phi, make a hole in each end, so ah- can 
circulate inside the gourd. Bring gourds 
indoors to cure. When they are bone dry, 
spray them with lacquer to bold them 
several months longer. 


On to pressing flowers: Use dimin- 


utive single blossoms such as violets, 
sweet peas or any flower that will press 
flat Leave it attached to the stem with a 
leaf or two. Bits of fern or small lacy fall 
leaves press easily. I use sprigs of arbor 


vltae in my Christmas cards. 
•

CLIP PETALS from ,the rose centers 


and chop or run the petals through'a food 
grinder. Knead the petals between your 
fingertips until they can be shaped Into a 
tiny baH If the petals are not moist' 
enough, add Just esough water to do the 
trick. Run a hat phi. through each little 
rose bead. Push the point through a 
piece of Styrofoam to hold the bead up*, 
right for drying It may take several days' 
to a few weeks to dry, depending on tem- 
perature and humidity hi the bouse. 
String the beads on heavy black string 
with crystals or pearls, in choker, double 
strand or single long strand. A guaran- 
teed attention-getter. (Colx seeds, in- 
cidentally, make up into nifty love 
- beads.) Save those colx seeds. 


Now is a good tune to mention that if 


i you are planning to make pine cone 
wreaths for the holiday season, acorns, 
tamarack, hemlock, red pine cooes, 
sweet gum balls and cockleburrs are eas- 
ier picking now than rummaging around 
in the snow — snow, that's a dirty word!

The end of summer does not mark the 


end of the fresh vegetable season. Many 
vegetables only become available as the 
weather turns cooler, long after fresh as- 
paragus and sweet corn have departed. 


Brussels sprouts are available most of 


the year, but supply peaks from October 
through December. The cabbage relative 
should have a fresh, bright green color, 
tight-fitting outer leaves, firm body and 
freedom from blemishes. . 


Avoid Brussels sprouts with yellow or 


yellowish-green leaves, or leaves which 
are loose, soft or wilted. Small boles or 
ragged leaves could indicate worm in- 
Jury., 


CAULIFLOWER is another vegetable 


which to available year-round but which 
Is most, abundant during the faB. Look 
for white to creamy-white color, com- 
pact, solid end clean curds (the white 
edible portion). A slightly granular or 
"rlcey" texture of the curd will not hurt, 
the eating quality If the surface is com- 
pact Ignore small green leaflets extend* 
Ing through the curd. If Jacket leaves are 
attached, a good green color Is a sign of 


Don't buy cauliflower that'shows a 


spreading of the curd — this is a sign of 
aging or overmaturity. Also avoid severe 
wilting or many discolored sports on the 
curd. A smudgy or speckled appearance 
of the curd Is a sign of insect Injury, 
mold growth, or decay and should be 
avoided. 


Winter squash are those varieties 


which are marketed only when fully ma- 
ture. Some of the most important vari- 
eties are, the amall corrugated Acorn 
(available all year), Butternut, Butter- 
cup, green and blue Hubbard, green and 
gold Delicious, and Banana. 


Good winter squash are fully mature, 


indicated by a bard, tough rind. The 
squash should be heavy for Its slxe 
(meaning a thick wall and more edible 
flesh). Slight variations hi skin color do 
not affect flavor. 


Avoid squash with cuts, punctures, 


sunken spots or moldy spots on the rind 
— all indications of decay. A tender rind 
indicates Immaturity which is a sign of 
poor eating quality in winter squash vari- 
eties. 


Rutabagas are distinctly yellow-fleshed, 


large-shed relatives of turnips. Late win- 
ter storage rutabagas are sometimes 
covered with a thin layer of paraffin hi 
order to prevent loss of moisture and 
shriveling. The paraffin is readily re- 
moved with the peel before cooking. 


Look for heavy weight for then* size, 


generally small, round, or moderately 
elongated shape and firmness. Avoid 
rutabagas with skin punctures, deep cuts 
or decay. 


Cobbler Great For Autumn 


It is our great good fortune that some 


of the best summer's fruits and berries 
are preserved for us by freezing, drying 
and canning. When making cobblers and 
pies from canned fruits, It Is wise to use 
juice as well as fruit, for some of the 
richness of the fruit flavor is preserved 
hi the Juice. Sweeten the Juice of water 
packed fruit to taste. All that need be 
done to make the fruit base of a cobbler 
or the filling of a pie is to thicken the 
syrup appropriately with corn starch. 


APRICOT COBBLER 


1 (1 pound 13-ounce) can 


apricots, whole or halved 


1 tablespoon corn starch 
2 tablespoons cold water 


1 cup biscuit mix 
1 tablespoon sugar 
Vt cup plus 2 tablespoons

Every cook is aware that sugar sweet- 


ens, but not every cook understands sug- 
ar's main role in broadmaklng. Yeast 
and sugar work together to produce car- 
bon dioxide, that familiar gas that gives 
carbonated beverages their "fizz." This 
fermentation process causes the dough to 
rise and give bread Its characteristic 
porous appearance. 


Sugar's second role Is to Impart flavor. 


It makes all the difference. Sugar in a 
bread redpo turns plain dough into cof- 
feo cake or swccl rolls; a sprinkling of 
brown sugar or a light Jacket of pow- 
dered sugar icing drizzled over gives 
them an Irresistible appearance. Ex- 
cellent examples of sugar's dual function 
in bread making can be found In many 
popular American regional favorites. 


Brown sugar plus molasses provides 


traditional Now England Boston Brown 
Bread and baked beans with a mellow 
full-bodied flavor. Originally this famous 
brown bread was baked In brick ovens. 
Around the turn of the Eighteenth Centu- 
ry housewives began to steam it In the 
manner of today. Prepare a large supply 
of Boston Brown Bread at one time. The 
loaves not eaten immediately can bo 
cooled, wrapped and frozen for the weeks 
to follow. 


G e r m a n settlers brought pump- 


ernickel, another dark bread, to this 
country Dork molasses and a bit of un- 
sweetened chocolate give this bread 'a 
richness and color that can be achieved 
in no other way. 


Descendants of the Dutch colonists In 


central western Michigan make a de- 
lightful cinnamon bread with sugar 
cubes that can be served with sugar 
cubes that can be served at either break- 
fast or teatime. Sugar cubes not only add 
sweetness but also an Interesting texture 
when kneaded into bread dough. 


Not all breads require yeast and sugar 


for leavening. Buttermilk biscuits served 
piping hot throughout the South are 
mode with baking soda and baking pow- 
der. After spreading them generously 
with butter, Southerners often add a dol- 
lop of guava jam, pear marmalade, cher- 
ry-nut conserve or tomato preserves. 


BOSTON BROWN BREAD 


1 cup yellow cornmeal 
1 cup graham flour.; 
1 cup rye flour 
Vt cup brown sugar 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 


IVt cups buttermilk 
% cup dark molasses 
Mix and sift cornmeal, flours, brown 


sugar, baking soda and salt Into a bowl. 
Add buttermilk and molasses; stir just 
until combined. Place rounds .of greased 
waxed paper in bottom of three 1 Ib. 
cans. Fill each con 2/3 full with the mix- 
ture. Put cons on a rack in a large, 
saucepan. Add warm water to the height 
of the cans, cover, let water come to a 
boil. Steam 1 to 2 hours or until well 
done, adding more water if necessary.

Dissolve yeast in % 
cup warm water; add to the cornmeal 
mixture. Then add mashed potato, stir- 
ring to combine. Stir in rye and whole 
wheat flour to make a stiff dough. Turn 
out onto a floured board and knead for 20 
minutes until. dough Is elastic and 
smooth. Transfer dough to a buttered 
bowl, turning dough to coat with butter. 


Cover bowl and tot rise-in a warm 


place until double in bulk. Punch down 
dough and form into either one large 
round loaf or two smaller loaves. 
Sprinkle a cookie sheet with 1/8 cup 
cornmeal. Place the loaves on the sheet. 
Cover and let rise until doubled in bulk, 
about 60 to 75 minutes. Brush loaves with 
egg white mixture. Bake at 878 degrees 
for 35 to 50 minutes, until bread is 
browned aad base sounds hollow when 
tapped. Remove bread to a rack to cool.

Continue kneading until aU the 
cinnamon sugar is worked in, about 10 
minutes. Put dough in a lightly tattered 
bowl, turning to coat dough with butter. 
Cover, bowl, and let rise in a warm place 
for about Itt hours, until doubled in bulk. 
Punch down the dough, shape into two 
loaves and put in two buttered 9x5-inch 
loaf pans. Let rise until doubled in size. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 60-65 minutes un- 
til loaves sound hollow when tapped. Re-, 
move loaves from pans. -Cool on their 
sides on a wire rack. Makes 2 loaves.

8 pounds firm cooking 


pears (Anjou variety)

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Her Halloween Treat Is 
in Soup 


by LOIS SEILER 


There's • little trick to the treat pre- 


pared by Mri. Robert J. Meeker of 
Mount Prospect She adds pumpkin to 
her vegetable wup and aerves It to 
friends on Halloween. 


"Pumpkin Is prepared primarily as a 


vegetable on Antigua," said Agnes Meek- 
er, who comes from that idyllic little 
Island. Married to an American engi- 
neer, Agnes has lived In the United 
States for eleven years. 


"Pumpkin soup is a specialty of An- 


tigua and has become very popular with 
tourists dining at the hotels," she sold. 


On Halloween the Meeker children, 


Jimmy, 10, Paul, 9, and Marie, 7, go 
trick or treating with their neighbor 
friends. Afterwards, they all return to 
the Meeker home where Agnes and the 
mothers of the other children play games 
with them and bob for apples. Later, 
while the children munch on dder and 
doughnuts, Agnes serves Pumpkin Soup 
to their parents. 


She makes the soup ahead of time, 


much In the same manner as con- 
ventional vegetable soup, using beef or 
lamb bones as a base. Onions and car- 
rots are added, along with fresh or can- 
ned pumpkin, and the soup is seasoned 
with several herbs. It is also zipped up 
with some hot sauce — typical of Antl- 
guan cooking where most dishes are 
quite hot and highly seasoned. 


When done, Agnes puts the soup 


through a sieve or purees it In a blender. 
It is quite thick and creamy and bright 
orange in color. Before serving, Agnes 
makes little dumplings of flour and wa- 
ter and cooks them In the soup. 


"They are a chewy dumpling — really 


rather tough," Agnes chuckled, "but 
they taste good In the soup." 


She serves It from a tureen accom- 


panied by not nib, with perhaps a 
pumpkin or pecan pie for dessert. It is a 
unique and very appropriate late night 
supper fcr Halloween. 


"If you use • fresh pumpkin and have 


scooped out the seeds, they may be 
roasted and are nice for nibbling," Agnes 
remarked. 


CURRY DISHES are indigenous to the 


West Indies, and one of Apes' favorites 
Is made with lamb. Sho uses lamb stew 
meat or leftover leg of lamb, cubed. It is 
browned with onions, well-seasoned with 
curry, and simmered In coconut water 
(or tap water.) Cubed potatoes thicken 
the mixture, and It is served over rice. 


"The fun part of this meal is the condi- 


ments," Agnes explained. She serves 
grated coconut, marinated onions and 
tomatoes, sliced bananas, diced hard 
boiled egg, chutney, toasted silvered al- 
monds and poppadums In separate bowls 
and lets guests help themselves. The con- 
diments may be sprinkled over the lamb 


curry or put on the side of the plate. 


"The poppadums can be purchased in 


the gourmet' food section at Marshall 
Field's," Agnes said. "They are big, flat 
chips — similar to potato chips — and 
when heated In a skillet they expand and 
become crispy." 


"In Antigua, the curry powder is even 


hotter and the condiments, counteract 
this," Agnes explained. She uses the spe- 
cific amount when preparing the lamb 
for adults, but cuts down on the quantity 
for her children. 
, 


A menl-ln-one, no accompaniments are 


needed' for this dish. Agnes suggests 
something cold such as an Ice box cake, 
sherbet or Individual baked Alaskas for 
dessert. 


Another of this good cook's interesting 


recipes is a White Bread, Wine and 
Cheese Casserole. Easy to make,'it con- 
sists of garlic-buttered white bread 
placed in a casserole and covered with a 
well-seasoned egg, wine and cheese mix- 
ture. After the dish sets in the refrig- 
erator for a few hours, it is baked for 20 
minutes. 


"It has the soft consistency of cheese 


. souffle, but the predominant flavor is the 
wine and garlic," Agnes commented. 


An excellent substitute for potatoes or 


rice, Agnes recommends serving it with 
barbecued ribs, pork chops, beef or al- 
most anything I 


Another "goodie" that she always had 


at home was a confection called Sugar 
Cokes. 


"They are really a candy, not a cake," 


Agnes explained. 
'Coconuts are plentiful in Anglgua, and 
they are grated for use In this recipe, 
which also calls for coconut water, 
brown sugar and stick cinnamon. Cooked 
to the soft ball stage, the mixture is 
dropped in small mounds on cookie 
sheets to harden. 


"The sugar cakes are quite common in 


Antigua, and are made by the natives 
and sold on street corners," Agnes said. 
She makes them for her children, who 
love this sweet treat 


While Apes' mother Is an Antlguan, 


her father is a Scottish engineer who 
came to Antigua to manage a sugar 
plantation. Agnes attended 
boarding 


school In Scotland; thus she prepares 
many Scottish specialties as well as Antl- 
guan. 


Interested in the arts, she enjoys 


dabbling with metal and clay sculpture 
and does some wood carving. She is cul- 
tural arts chairman for the Westbrook 
PTA. 


Sports-minded, Agnes swims regularly 


and plays volley ball and paddle ball. An 
avid tennis player, she is a member of 
the Arlington Heights and River Trails

Easy Chicken Casserole To 


Please Hostess And Guests 


What hostess doesn't prefer tho com- 


pany of her dinner gucsta to the society 
of her kitchen stove? Especially now, 
when It's easy to plan glamorous meals 
that cook before tho party. 


Homo economists at Thermo-Serv 


suggest this chicken casserole for a par- 
ty main dish. It can cook before guests 
arrive and bo kept oven-hot in an In- 
sulated serving dish while the hostess en- 
joys tho before-dinner conversation. 


CHICKEN WITH 


CAIIDEN VEGETABLES 


2tt pounds chicken parts 


Flour 
Salt and popper 


3 tablespoons oil 
2 strips bacon, diced 
110-ox. package frozen 


peas, thawed 


1 8-ox. package French cut 


green beans, thawed 


V\ pound fresh mushrooms 
1 green pepper 
1 medium onion 


% cup sliced almonds,

Coat tho chicken pieces with flour and 


season to taste with salt and pepper. In a 
largo frying pan, saute the chicken 
pieces In the hot oil until delicately 
browned. 


Place tho chicken In the bottom of the 


2-quart liner or a casserole dish and 
sprinkle with the diced bacon. Slice the 
onion and pepper Into thin rounds, re- 
raovinn 'seeds from the pepper, and mix 
them with the peas, beans and mush- 
rooms. Add them to the casserole in an 
even layer. Sprinkle the top with addi- 
tional salt and pepper and garnish with 
sliced almonds. 


Cover the casserole or liner with a lid 


or a square of aluminum foil and bake at 
390 degrees for 45 minutes or until the 
chicken is tender. If it starts to dry out, 
add Vi cup white wine or chicken broth. 


When the dish is cooked to perfection, 


pop it into an Insulated serving dish, cov- 
er with wax paper, then the cover, to 
keep warm for hours. 


Poultry Specialist Dispels 
Misinformation About Eggs 


Misinformation about the nutritive val- 


ue of eggs and their characteristics 
abounds, says Sam Rldlen, University of 
Illinois Extension poultry specialist. 


One idea that has caused consumers 


tho greatest concern Is that eggs should 
be avoided because they contribute to 
blood cholesterol and aggravate heart 
problems. Rldlen says the presence or 
absence of eggs In tho ordinary Ameri- 
can diet Is not likely to have any appre- 
ciable effect on the lovel of blood choles- 
terol. 


Only a small minority of tho population 


needs to avoid high-cholesterol foods. 
And a medical diagnosis is needed to 
identify such a problem. 


Many people, including most of those 


with heart conditions, should eat more 
nutritious foods such as eggs. Leading 
researchers have Indicated that heart 
patients need the high-quality protein in 
eggs to rebuild damaged heart muscle. 


Rldtcn points out also that no scientific 


facts substantiate the claim that eggs 
contain harmful substances from chem- 
icals added to tho feed. Only approved 
additives can be used, and tho Federal 
Government monitors the industry for 
harmful residues in poultry feed. 


Contrary to the beliefs of many food 


faddists, "organic eggs" do not have 
higher nutritional values. The chief char- 
acteristic of organic eggs may be a 
strong flavor acquired when the chickens 
eat bugs, worms, decaying matter or 
similar materials. And strong flavor is 
not a nutritional factor. 


Consumers sometimes wonder whether 


shell color affects nutritive value. Rldlen 
says if bens have been fed the same type 
of ration, their eggs will bo nutritionally 
equivalent, regardless of shell color. The 
eggs will also have the same flavor, 
keeping quality, and whipping and cook- 
ing charactcrlstcs. 


Rldlen says there is no scientific evi- 


dence that fertile eggs arc nutritionally 
superior to infertile ones. Fertile eggs 
contain sperm remnants and a small lay- 
er of cells that could form the embryo. 
However, It Is Impossible to detect chem- 
ical differences between fertile and Infer- 
tile eggs. 


Yolk color does not affect nutritive val- 


ue or cooking characteristics. The color 
is almost completely dependent upon the 
feed tho hen eats. Bulls that have access 
to green plants or have yellow corn or 
alfalfa in their feed tend to produce dark 
yolks. Since commercial laying hens are 
confined, lighter and more uniformly col- 
ored yolks are being produced. 


The greenish color in egg whites is 


usually due to rlboflavta which is a desir- 
able component. Rldlen says greenish 
whites are most frequently seen In fresh, 
high-quality eggs. 


Cloudy whites are often noticeable In 


freshly laid or oil-treated fresh eggs. 
This condition Is caused by the naturally 
occurring carbon dioxide. As the eggs 
age and the gas escapes, the while be- 


comes clearer. The quality and flavor of 
eggs with cloudy whites Is excellent. 


Contrary to what some consumers be- 


lieve, the stringy white pieces in egg 
whites — called chnlaza — have nothing 
to do with fertileness. Instead, they are a 
natural part of tho egg, and they anchor 
the yolk in the white. Prominent cha- 
lazas indicate high quality, and they tend 
to disappear as egg quality declines. 
However, eggs with small chalazas can 
also have high quality. 


Cooking results also lead to mis- 


Information about eggs. Rldlen explains 
that one reason hard-cooked eggs do not 
peel easily is their freshness. Eggs kept 
for several days before cooking lose car- 
bon dioxide, making them easier to peel. 


The greenish coating around the yolks 


of hard-cooked eggs results from cooking 
at too high a temperature or for too long 
a time or from not cooling the eggs ra- 
pidly following cooking. The sulfur and 
Iron compound formed at the surface of 
tho yolk do not affect flavor or whole- 
somness, although the greenish color is 
unattractive. 


Although no single food is essential hi 


the diet, eggs are a food bargain and 
rate a place on the dolly menu. In addi- 
tion to their being a good source ot high- 
quality protein, iron and vitamin A, they 
aro always available, generally at bar- 
gam prices.

Cooking utensils on the market today 
•re made from a variety of metals and ' 
combinations of metals. You may select 
• matched set or you can'buy assorted 
wares whose different characteristics 
suit various needs. 


Your cookware will last for years pro- 


vided you give it tender loving care. 
From an expert in the field (the Bon Ami 
Research Center) come the following tips 
on selection and cleaning of utensils: 


Aluminum — Practically unbeatable 


for all-round use, but it does require care 
to keep It clean and shiny. 


Aluminum cookware may be discolored 


by alkaline foods or hard water. To re- 
move, fin the pan with a solution of two 
tablespoons of cream of tartar for every 
quart of water and boll for about 10 min- 
ute*. Then empty the utensil and scour 
with cleaners. 


The yellow or brown stains on the un- 


derside are caused by a buildup of 
grease. They can be prevented by a thor- 
ough cleaning each time you use the pan. 
Once accumulated, remove by heavy 
scouring. 


Stainless Steel — Somewhat more ex- 


pensive, Is easy to clean and practically 
indestructible. If you select stainless 
steel, be sure it has a copper, aluminum, 
or laminated steel bottom, to give an 
even distribution of heat and to prevent 
the appearance of dark heat spots. The 
second metal may not be visible, so 
check togs and labels regarding con- 
struction. 


The rainbow-like marks on stainless 


steel are usually caused by overheating. 
The marks can often bo removed by a 
gentle scouring with a polishing cleanser. 


Bonded metals, such as duranel, which 


has an aluminum exterior and a stainless 
steel Interior, combine the best features 
of the two metals. 
• Copper — Handsome but not popular 
for cooking. Utensils should be tin-plated 
Inside for easier cleaning, but eventually 
the tin will wear' through and the pan 
must be replated. 


Enamelware — Gloss fused on metal, 


so careful handling Is necessary to avoid 
cracking, chipping, or discoloring. It is 
used generally for teakettles, double boil- 
ers, and saucepans because the heat dis- 
tribution is not even. 


Cut Iron — Sturdy ware for skillet or 


Dutch-oven use. It must be kept seasoned 
to prevent rusting. 


To season, spread melted shortening or 


salad oil on the inside and cover. Do not 
use any fat containing salt Place in a 
warm oven or over low heat for several 
hours, swabbing the sides and covering 
occasionally with more fat. During heat- 
ing, occasionally wipe off excess fat or 
oil with paper towels and fc-oll. 


Greek Treat 
Challenges 
Gourmet Chef 


The weekend gourmet chef will want to 


try his hand with a Greek specialty — 
moussoka with tomato sauce. This 
hearty dish uses eggplant as a base and 
this is a good opportunity for many who 
have not tried eggplant to give it a whirl. 
This la a dish that helps stretch the budg- 
et, since it offers a numbnr of serving]. 


MOUSSAKA 


3 medium eggplants 


1% pounds ground lamb 


1 clovo garlic 
1 small onion, chopped 
% pound mushrooms, chopped 
Vi cup chopped parsley 
Vt teaspoon crumbled leaf rosemary 
2 medium tomatoes, peeled and diced 
3 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon monosodlum glutamate 
% teaspoon pepper 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
Boko eggplants In a 375-degrce oven 50 


minutes or until tender. Cool. Cut In half 
and scoop out pulp, leaving skins intact. 
Reserve pulp. Break up ground lamb in 
a large skillet Add garlic, onion and 
mushrooms. Cook, stirring frequently, 
until lamb is brown and vegetables are 
tender. Add eggplant pulp, parsley, rose- 
mary, tomatoes, salt, monosodlum gluta- 
mate and pepper. Simmer S minutes. 
Add eggs and mix well. Line a 2tt-quart 
deep casserole or charlotte mold with 
eggplant skins, placing outside of skin 
next to casserole side. Fill with lamb 
mixture. Cover tightly and place in a pan 
of boiling water. Bake in a 375-degree 
oven 43 minutes. Remove from pan of 
water and let stand at room temperature 
10 minutes. Turn out onto serving plat- 
ter. Serve with tomato sauce. Makes 0 
servings. 


TOMATO SAUCE 


2 tablespoons olive oil ' 
1 clove garlic 
1 small onion, chopped 
ft cup chopped green pepper 
Itt teaspoons salt 


3 medium tomatoes,

Porcelain Enameled — A handsome' 


combination of brightly colored porcelain 
with the sturdiness of cast iron or alumi- 
num. Porcelain is applied on cast iron 
both inside and out, producing a-heavy 
utensil. The porcelain Is put on'only the 
outside of cast aluminum, so the inside 
surface requires the same care as other 
aluminum utensils. It Is lighter weight 
than cast iron. Although the finish elimi- 
nates the need for seasoning, abrasives 
and harsh cleaners should be kept away 
from the shiny surface to avoid scratch- 
Ing. 


Teflon — A useful, safe coating applied 


to the cooking surface of utensils and to 
glass and aluminum ovenware. The coat- 
ing makes it possible to cook with less 
fat, no .sticking and surprisingly easy 
cleanup. But the Teflon surface is readily 
damaged and must be protected against 
scratching. 


If foods stick to a Teflon-lined pan, the 


most likely cause is a buildup of food 
residue which produces an almost invis- 
ible film. If the film Is light, gentle 
scouring may remove it For heavier 
buildup, you may need a special cleaner. 
After using the cleaner, season the pan 
as you did when it was new by rubbing it 
with unsalted vegetable oil and then 
washing it 


Another cause of sticking is that the 


seasoning was removed by washing in an 
automatic dishwasher. 


If the pan has been severely over- 


heated, some of .the nonstick properties, 
may be permanently lost But treat It 
with the cleaner and reseason to lessen, 
sticking..

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Census To Bring 
Village $13,000- 
But No Home Rule 


Elk Grove Village may gain an addi- 


tional $13,000 In state tax rebates from a 
special census sot for November, al- 
though the village probably will fall to 
pass the 25,000 mark necessary for homo 
rule, Village Mgr. Charles Willis told 
trustees Tuesday. 


Although it appeared unlikely the vil- 


lage would meet the home-rule popu- 
lation requirement, Willis recommended 
that the village proceed with the census 
for Iho added revenue. 


The trustees concurred with the recom- 


mendation, and the census Is expected to 
bo taken sometime after mid-November. 
Willis estimated the village would reap 
an extra $13,000 after tho $8,000 cost of 
the census Is pjld. 


Willis said there was some question 


earlier whether or not it would be advis- 
able to take tho census at this time un- 
less Elk Grove Village would show a pop- 
ulation exceeding 25,000, qualifying the 
village for the home rule powers. Under 
the Illinois Constitution, villages quali- 
fying for home-rule have more latitude in

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areas such as taxation. 


HOWEVER, Willis said there was no 


limitation on the number of special cen- 
suses a village may conduct, and another 
census could be held next summer when 
tho village has a better chance of pass- 
Ing the 25,000 population figure. 


Tho village could plan another census 


In late summer of 1973 when the college 
students are home and the number of 
dwelling units arc up, he told trustees. 


"If the primary objective of the census 


is to show a population of 25,000, then I 
should say wo should wait until late sum- 
mer 1973 to take the census," Willis said. 
"But I see a significant increase in 
shored revenue oven though we don't re- 
alize tho home rule gain by taking a cen- 
sus now." 


Ho said tho village could miss tho 


home rule population requirement next 
year if by some chance there was a high 
dwelling vacancy rate in the village at 
the time. 


IN PREDICTING the population gain 


from a new census, Willis has said the 
staff counts the number of dwelling units 
in tho village and compared that with 
what was included in the 1970 census and 
what was not included. Each additional 
person over tho lost census means about 
$20 more In village revenue from state 
income tax and motor fuel tax rebates. 
. Willis sold it was almost impossible to 
determine what the gain from the federal 
revenue-sharing program would be, 


The village board of trustees voted to 


take the special census this summer af- 
ter the village was told that the original 
1970 population figure had been amended 
from 24,518 to 21,907. State officials said 
the population was adjusted because of a 
mistake in the census that included areas 
not within the corporate limits of the vil- 
lage at that time.

Negotiations ol the 1072-73 teachers 


contract came to an official end In High 
School Dist. 211 Tuesday when teachers 
vofed to ratify the contract recommend- 
ed to them by their leaden. 


Teachers approved both portions of the 


pact, the one containing negotiations 
procedures and the one providing a new 
salary scale for teachers. 


The procedural agreement, which was 


changed this year so that teachers will 
be able to negotiate on all working condi- 
tions with the school board for the 1873-74 
contract, passed by a vote of 322 to 42, 
according to officials of the Dist. 211 
Education Association. 


The salary portion of the contract 


passed 232 to 132. 


"OUR INITIAL Impression of the vote 


Is that the working conditions we have In 
this contract and the agreement to nego- 
tiate working conditions next year were 
the key things," said association presl- 
dent Doug Verdonck. "If we hadn't had 
those two things, the money part of the 
contract wouldn't have passed." 


The new contract contains guarantees 


on teacher evaluation, transfer policies 
and the operation of the district's cur- 
riculum committee. During much of the 
bargaining, which began last February, 
the main issue was whether the Dlst 211 
board would agree to place guarantees 
on those things and other working condi- 
tions In the contract. 


The new salary agreement raises the 


base pay from $8,300 to $8,600 and mews 
larger • raises for more experienced 
teachers. 


School Programs

the U.S. Supreme Court 
LaPlaca, 


through his attorneys, argued that since 
capital punishment has been abolished, 
* state constitutional ban on ball for cap- 
ital crimes should no longer apply. 


The Illinois Appellate Court ruled in 


LaPlaca's favorJn September, but the 
next day Illinois Supreme Court Judge 
Thomas E. Klucynskl Issued an order 
holding tho defendant's release until tho 
Supremo Court can rule on the issue. 


Yesterday, Assistant State's Atty. 


Nicholas Motherway said the court 
should not hold a ball hearing until the 
defense has compiled with a court order 
that the defense supply the state with Its 
Intended defense and a list ol expected 
defense witnesses. 


JUDGE FITZGERALD, -however, de- 


nied Motherway'a motion. The judge dis- 
agreed with Motherway's contention, 
stating he did not feel the Supreme Court 
intended to deny • defendant's con- 
stitutional right to a bond hearing be- 
cause "discovery" had not been com- 
plied with by the defense. 


The hearing was delayed until Nov. 27 


because of conflicts both in Judge Fitzger- 
ald's court and with previous com- 
mitments by defense attorneys. 


Jayne, LaPlaca and a third defendant, 


Julius Barnes, are charged with the De- 
cember, 1070, slaying of Jayne's brother, 
George Jayne. The wealthy Inverness 
horseman was killed when • gunman 
fired through • window at the Jayne 
home while Jayne played cards with 
members of his family. 


Jayne and LaPlaca'have been In custo- 


dy In the Cook County jail since May 22, 
1971.

nication radio, the hospital "has done ev- 
erything they have to do" to obtain a 
license from the state to undertake the 
emergency care program, Dr. Boyd said.' 
The license will be granted when the ra- 
dio is obtained and the frequency as- 
signed, which is expected in the middle 
of next month. 


The program is the first of its-kind in 


Illinois, and the first in the country in- 
volving more than one community.

year. He added a decision will be made 
soon because construction of a planned 
18,000-seat arena will' take about two 
years.

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Conservation Subdistrict To Be Weighed 
6-Town Meeting Tonight: 
Step Toward Flood Relief? 


Representatives from six communities 


In the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling Drainage 
Ditch watershed will meet tonight at 7:30 
p.m. at the Buffalo Grove Village Hall to 
discuss the formation of a special sub- 
district ' of the soil and water con- 
servation district. 


Buffalo Grove, Wheeling, Long Grove, 


Klldeer, Lake Zurich and Vernon Town- 
ship will bo represented by their village 
presidents, village managers and ono 
trustee each. It is hoped that the meeting 
will produce the beginnings of a coopera- 
tive effort to control flooding throughout 
the watershed. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Pros. Gary 


Armstrong has organized the meeting to 
feel out the various communities on the 
possible formation of the special sub- 
district. 


The Idea was proposed by Don Larson, 


Buffalo Grove village manager, to con- 
trol storm water In Buffalo Creek. The 
subdistrict would include the entire creek 
watershed, which runs from Lake Zurich 
to Wheeling. 


Larson presented the idea last month 


at a Joint meeting of the Wheeling and 
.Buffalo Grove village boards. At that 
time, the trustees from both villages 
agreed to pursue the matter further. 


The Soli Conservation District law al- 


lows for creation of special subdlstricts 
to deal with specific conservation prob- 
lems. Larson said special districts have 
been formed downstato to combat soil 
erosion, but that they have never been 
used in an urban area for flood control. 


THE PROPOSED subdistrict, in Lake 


and Cook counties would have the power 
to condemn land and collect taxes. It 
would be governed by the trustees of the 
Lake County and Cook County soil and' 
water conservation districts. 


Although the subdistrict would not be 


governed by local people, communities in 
the subdistrict would be able to imple- 
., 


mcnt their own programs through the 
subdistrict Larson said individual com- 
munities could hire their own engineers, 
run their own studies and then present 
them to the subdlstrlct's trustees to be 
enacted.. 


As such, local communities would have 


a way to carry out programs throughout 
the entire watershed areas.

They said parents will need seven ounces 
of Borax, three ounces of Bode add and 
three ounces of water to make the mix- 
ture.

It's been a bad year for pumpkins. 
But it'll be a worse one for Halloween 


Jack-o'Lantcrns If residents aren't will- 
Ing to pay up to 25 per cent more this 
year for the same size pumpkin they pur- 
chased last fall. 


Pumpkin crops In the Northwest sub- 


urbs, usually good pumpkin country, 
have been, cut by more than half this 
year because of heavy rains in past 
months. Rainy weather means rotting 
pumpkins and many had to be left on the 
vino to decay, according to area farm- 
ers. 


"Wo really had a bad crop this year," 


said Mrs.'Raymond Pingel of Pingel's 
Farm Market in Arlington Heights. Mrs. 
Pingel, who's been selling pumpkins for 
17 years, said this Is the first time she's 
had to buy the pumpkins she sells. 


MRS. PINGEL PAID $30 a ton for 


some 50 tons of pumpkins bought near 
Kankakee. She said, some farmers have 
paid up to $60 a ton for pumpkins whole- 
sale, about $20 to $25 more than last 
year's crop. 


"And we used to make $25 to $30 a ton 


by selling our own," said Mrs. Pingel. 


Pingel's Market this year charges up 


to S3 a pumpkin depending on size, a 
price similar to that charged by most 
stands in the suburbs. 


Mrs. W, Grismer, who for 15 years has 


been selling pumpkins from the front 
lawn of her home at 1225 W. Golf Road, 
agrees it's been a bad year for the gold- 
en fruit 


"The rain was a real problem. It's 


been the worst year we have ever seen. 
They've rotted on the vines and the rain 
even washed some out 
completely. 


They're very scarce and a lot smaller 
this year, too," she said. 


It's also harder to get the pumpkins 


out of the soggy fields, said Mrs. Gris- 
mer whose three sons raise the fruit on a 
farm in Huntley, 111. "You can't get in 
the fields to get the pumpkins," she said. 


Mrs. Grismer says the heavy rains 


haven't daunted her customers. "They've 
been out here lookihg/holding on to their 
umbrellas," she said. 


But Wallace Busse, who sells at a 


stand at 712 Landmcler Rd., in Elk 
Grove Village, said business has been 


• bad. 


"It'S BEEN VERY slow. I think it's 


because of the weather and because 
people are concerned the pumpkins won't 
keep very long," said Busse, who this 
year harvested only one-third of'his usu- 
al pumpkin crop. 


He said the price of his pumpkins have 


gone up this year to help make up for the 
loss. "Somebody's got to pay for it," he 
said. "But it looks now like the people 
are willing to let the farmers take the 
loss." 


Jewel Food Stores, which every year 


has stocked carving pumpkins for Hal- 
loween, have also suffered from the bad 
'crop. "There is definitely a shortage and 


we have a few stores that don't have any 
pumpkins at all," said Don Burzloff, pro- 
duce manager at the Jewel home offices 
In Melrose Park. 


Burzloff said the price of pumpkins, 


both carving and cooking, have gone up 
between 20 to 25 per cent. "And we're 
not particularly proud of the quality this- 
year," he said. "Why don't you buy an 
apple instead?"

He Tells Village Board 
Armstrong Never Employed 
By Otis Development Co. 


by JILL BETTNER 


Gary Armstrong, Bufialo Grove Village 


president, said Tuesday night he is not, 
and has never been, employed by the 
James Otis Development Co. 


Armstrong announced lost August he 


had accepted a position as director of 
marketing for the Northbrook firm. Since 
then, he has been the target of much 
criticism from the Concerned Citizens of 
Buffalo Grove (CCBG) and other resi- 
dents who felt the dual role constituted a 
conflict of interest situation. 


Asked why he did not reveal his em- 


ployment status earlier, Armstrong said, 
"I didn't feel it was the appropriate time 
and plans hadn't been finalized — this 
wasn't on overnight decision." 


EARLIER IN the meeting, Armstrong 


read a prepared statement saying he did 
not feel the slpaturcs of the 2,100 resi- 
dents on petitions presented to him by 
the CCBG last week represented the feel- 
Ings of the majority of village residents, 
and ho would not resign. 


He did not mention any plans to be- 


come involved independently In real es- 
tate at that time. 


Armstrong declined to discuss his 


• statement after ho road it, but ho said ho 
would discuss the matter further at the 
end of the meeting, when questions from 
the audience are normally entertained. 
About 40 persons stayed until midnight, 
when the trustees finished the business 


on the agenda. 


In response to a question from Stewart 


Strizak, CCBG secretary, Armstrong an- 
nounced for the first time he was never 
hired by the Northbrook development 
firm. 


"I would have made a statement this 


week," Armstrong said, "but since it's 
come up, I'll make it now. Because I 
didn't make a statement in the last few 
days I'm not trying to hide anything. It 
was my Intention and Mr. Otis' intention 
that I would work for him (as marketing 
director). Otis is first and foremost an 
architect," Armstrong continued, "and 
ho is devoted to that profession. He's us- 
ing the development In Buffalo Grove as 
an expression of that profession." 


ARMSTRONG SAID he feels the cov- 


erage of the controversy — that devel- 
oped when he announced last August he 
was going to work for Otis — had dam- 
aged the firm's reputation. 


"The controversy arising around my 


change in employment has had a very 
detrimental effect on Otis and his com- 
pany," Armstrong said, "Consequently, 
he and I felt something had to be done. I 
agreed not to work for Otis and I made 
the decision to try and go out on my own, 
which I am In the process of trying to do 
in some form of the real estate and prop- 
erty management field." 


Armstrong concluded by saying that at 


this lime be is not Involved in the luxury 


multi-family development Otis is building 
in the northwest comer of the village, 


Jim Otis told the Herald Tuesday after- 


noon that Armstrong had never been on 
his payroll and he added, "As far as I 
know he's in business for himself." Otis 
said he wondered why Armstrong did not 
explain the situation to village residents 
sooner. 
. QUESTIONED AS to whether his new 
profession could possibly lead to any 
kind of conflict of interest situation in the 
future, Armstrong said, "I can't predict 
what will happen in the future. Certainly 
the experience of the recent weeks will 
have some bearing on any business deci- 
sion I make. If 4t affects the village, 
you'll be the first to hear about it, as you 
always have been." 


Strizak said he was "almost left 


speechless" by Armstrong's announce- 
ment. 


"The CCBG has never had the in- 


tention to force you to give up your regu- 
lar employment. We felt — and I think 
we" feel this strong — that it is our intent 
to alleviate any cloud that might hang 
over the village because of an ethical or 
a moral conflict of interest Whatever 
your decision is we wish ypo the very 
best," Strizak'added, "but if it does pre- 
cipitate another controversy we wiU con- 
tinue to fight for a better government' in 
Buffalo Grove."

Larson presented the idea last month 


at a Joint meeting of the Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove village boards. At that 
time, the trustees from both villages 
agreed to pursue the matter further. 


The Soil Conservation District law al- 


lows for creation of special subdlstricts 
to deal with specific conservation prob- 
lems. Larson said special' districts have 
been formed downstate to combat soil 
erosion, but that they have never been 
used in an urban area for flood control. 


THE PROPOSED subdistrict, in Lake 


and Cook counties would have the power 
to condemn land and collect taxes. It 
would be governed by the trustees of the 
Lake County and Cook County soil and 
water conservation districts. 


Although the subdistrict would not be 


governed by local people, communities in 
the subdistrict would be able to imple- 
ment their own programs through the 
subdistrict Larson said individual com- 
munities could hire their own engineers, 
run their own studies and then present 
them to the subdlstrict's trustees to be 


enacted. 


As such, local communities would have 


a way to carry out programs throughout 
the entire watershed areas. At present, 
most.flood control programs end at the 
village limits of each community.

Even Cost Of Pumpkins Skyrockets 


by KAREN BLECHA 


It's been a bad year for pumpkins. 
But it'll be a worse one for Halloween 


Jack-o'Lanterns if residents aren't will- 
ing to pay up to 25 per cent more this 
year for the same size pumpkin they pur- 
chased last fall. 


Pumpkin crops in the Northwest sub- 


urbs, usually good pumpkin country, 
have been cut by more than half this 
year because of heavy rains in past 
months. Rainy weather means rotting 
pumpkins and many had to be left on the 
vine to decay, according to area fann- 
ers. 


"We really had a bad crop this year," 


said Mrs. Raymond Pingel of Fingers 
Farm Market in Arlington Heights. Mrs. 
Pingel, who's been selling pumpkins for 
17 years, said this is the first time she's 
had to buy the pumpkins she sells. 


MRS. PINGEL PAID $30 a ton for 


some 50 tons of pumpkins bought near 
Kankakee. She said some farmers have 
paid up to $60 a ton for pumpkins whole- 
sale, about $20 to $25 more than last 
year's crop. . 


"And we used to make $25 to $30 a ton 


by selling our own," said Mrs. Pingel. 


Plngel's Market this year charges up 


to $3 a'pumpkin .depending on size, a 
price similar to that charged by most 
stands in the suburbs. 


Mrs. W. Grismer, who for 15 years has 


been selling-pumpkins from the front 
lawn of her home at 1225 W. Golf Road, 
agrees it's been a bad year for the gold- 
en fruit 


"The rain was a real problem. It's 


been the worst year we have ever seen. 
They've rotted on the vines and the;rain 
even washed, some but 
completely. 


They're very scarce and a Jot smaller 
this year, too," she said. 


It's also harder to get ihe pumpkins 


out of the soggy fields, said Mrs. Gris- 
mer whose three sons raise the fruit on a 
farm.in Huntley, 111. "You can't get in 
the fields to get the pumpkins," she said. 


Mrs. Grismer says the heavy rains 


haven't'daunted her customers. "They've 
been out here looking, holding on to their 
umbrellas," she said. 


But Wallace Busse, who sells at a 


.stand at 712 Landmeier Rd., in Elk 
Grove Village, said business has been 
bad..

Rules Against Township Abolition Issue 
Voter League To Appeal 
Case To State High Court

League of Women Voters chapters 


from Palatine, Maine and NUes town- 
ships, rebuffed In Cook County Circuit 
Court yesterday In their effort to place 
the township abolition question on the 
Nov. 7 ballot, took Immediate stops to 
appeal the ruling to the Illinois Supreme 
Court. 


A brief was filed less than three hours 


after the decision was handed down in 
the Palatine case by Circuit Court Judge 
Harry G. Comcrford asking the Supreme 
Court to hear the case. 


At the samo time, an appeal of Judge 


Comorford's ruling was filed In Appellate 
Court, where the case will be heard if the 
high court decides not to consider it. 


The Supreme Court Is expected to de- 


termine within a day or two whether to 
hear the case, probably based on a sim- 
ilar request filed Tuesday by the North- 
field Township League of Women Voters. 


THE COURT would likely lump all 


four cases together. Judge Comcrford 
dismissed the Maine and Nllcs suits after 
announcing his decision In the Palatine 
case, because they were brought on sim- 
ilar grounds. 


A decision by cither the Appellate 


Court or the Supreme Court reversing 
Judge Comcrford's decision would have 
to come soon In order for the township 
abolition question to be put on the Nov. 7 
ballot 


Upholding the lower court decision 


would rule out the referendum for the 
November election, but there are in- 
dications the league would make another 
try at a later da to. 


Judge Comerford's ruling yesterday 


was based on a motion of Palatine Town- 
ship attorneys to dismiss the LWV suit 
because sufficient legal notice had not 
been given in order to include the ques- 


tion of whether to abolish township gov- 
ernment on the Nov. 7 general election 
ballot 


LWV Atty. Richard J. Troy argued 


that the notice had not been printed on 
time because the township refused to 
process the petitions submitted by the 
league calling for a referendum. 


THE NOTICE was eventually printed 


by the league, appearing in a Chicago 
paper last Wednesday, 20 days before the 
referendum would be held, and in The 
Herald on Thursday, 19 days in advance 
of the vote. State statute requires public 
notice to be published 30 days prior to a 
regularly scheduled election and 20 days 
prior to a special election.' 


Troy denounced Judge Comerford's de- 


cision as "an outrageous precedent," 
saying it in effect puts township officials 
in a position "to arbitrarily take away 
the people's rights." 


"We're talking about the right of 


people under the constitution to call a ref- 
erendum," he said, "and the question is 
whether the corporate authority, by its 
inaction (not authorizing the question to 
be on the ballot) can block the rights of 
the people." 


Troy said papers hod already been pre- 


pared to appeal tM judge's decision be- 
cause It had been anticipated that the 
ruling would bo against the league. 


JUDGE COMERFORD'S decision to 


uphold the preliminary motion prevented 
the arguments before the court from get- 
ling to the main reason the Palatine 
Township Board of Auditors decided not 
to place the question on the ballot

A new arena for the Chicago Cougars 


professional hockey team likely will be 
built in Palatine. Announcement is ex- 
pected within six months. 


The Herald in July first revealed the 


possibility of the World Hockey Associ- 
ation team moving to the area, after an 
interview with one of the team owners, 
Jordon Kaiser. His brother Walter Kai- 
ser, also part-owner of the team, said 
yesterday no-final decision has been 
made on Palatine but Indicated a site on 
Northwest Highway is being "strongly 
considered." 


The site, just north of the Arlington In- 


door Tennis Club on Northwest Highway 
in Palatine, is owned by the Kaiser 
brothers. Located there is a 15-acre tract 


and room for expansion, Walter Kaiser 
said. 


He said feasibility studies are being 


planned to determine whether the Pala- 
tine location would be. the best for 'the 
newly-formed hockey franchise, which 
now is. playing games in the Inter- 
national 'Amphitheatre in Chicago under 
a two-year, lease and an option on a third 
year. He added a decision will be made 
soon because construction 'of a planned 
18,000-seat arena will take about two 
years. • 


"We. can't make any-money until we 


get a. .new stadium," .he said. "The 
Northwest (suburbs)' is an excellent 
place for an arena." '. 


THERE HAS been speculation since 


the Chicago Cougars were-formed this 


year that the team would move to the 
Northwest suburbs. Schaumburg was 
mentioned as a possible site for a new 
arena, until the team decided to play for 
at least two years in the Amphitheatre: 


And Kaiser told the Herald yesterday

Bad Year For Jack-O '-Lanterns; Rain Cuts Crop 


by KAItEN B LECH A 


It's been a bad year for pumpkins. 
But It'll be a worse one for Halloween 


Jack-o'Lantcrns If residents aren't will- 
ing to pay up to 25 per cent 'more this 
year for the same size pumpkin they pur- 
chased last fall. 


Pumpkin crops hi the Northwest sub- 


urbs, usually good pumpkin country, 
have been cut by more than half this 
year because of heavy rains in past 
months. Rainy weather means rotting 
pumpkins and many hod to be left on the 
vine to decay, according to area farm- 


ers. 


"We really had a bad crop this year," 


said Mrs. Raymond Plngel of Plngel's 
: Farm Market In Arlington Heights. Mrs. 
Plngel, who's been selling pumpkins for 
17 years, said this is the first time she's 
had to buy the pumpkins she sells. 


MRS. PINGEL PAID $30 a ton for 


some 50 tons of pumpkins bought near 
Kankakcc. She said some farmers have 
paid up to $60 a ton for pumpkins whole- 
sale, about $20 to $25 more than last 
year's crop. 


"And we used to make $25 to $30 a ton 


by selling our own," said Mrs. Pingel. 


Pingel's Market this year charges up 


to $3 a pumpkin depending on size,-a 
price similar to that charged by most 


• stands In the suburbs. 
' 


Mrs. W. Grismer, who for 15 years has 


been selling pumpkins from the front 
lawn of her home at 1225 W. Golf Road, 
agrees it's been a bad year for the gold- 
en fruit. 


"The rain was a real problem. It's 


.been the worst year we have ever seen. 
. They've rotted on the vines and the rain 


even washed some out completely. 


Developer Gets Go-Ahead For Final Plan 


The Palatine Village Board has given 


developers of a seven-acre tract on 
Northwest Highway the go-ahead to pre- 
pare plans for final approval of the re- 
zoning request. 


Village trustees appeared 
satisfied 


with basic' plans outlined this week by 
Wlnn C. Davidson, attorney for the devel- 
opers, for construction of a bank and of- 
fice-shop complex on the south side of 
the highway between Bcnton Street and 
Plum Grove Road. 


The trustees preferred, however, that 


the Browne property bo developed as a 
planned unit development, which would 
give village officials strict control over 
what Is built, rather than by rcioning it 
to B-l, shopping center district, as re- 
quested by the developers. 


A final voto may bo taken at the next 


village board mooting. 


The status of the Palatine Public Li- 


brary in regard to the development is 
uncertain. 


THE LIBRARY BOARD bod expressed 


on Interest In joining with the developers 
of the Browne property, but the library 
was severed from the plans last week in 
an effort by the developers to expedite 
the zoning change. 


The library board has not Indicated 


whether it will pursue the Northwest 
Highway site — which several village 
trustees arc known to oppose — or renew 
Its search for an alternate site. 


Several residents of Comfort Lane, 


Bcnton Street and Plum Grove Road at- 
tended the village board meeting this 
week but did not speak on the rczoning 
request. 


The residents had asked assurances 


during several plan commission dis- 


cussions of the project that adequate pro- 
visions for storm water drainage would 
be required. 


It was indicated that both village and 


Metropolitan Sanitary District engineers 
would have to approve the plans. 


THE PLAN COMMISSION recom- 


mended approval of the project as a 
planned unit development. 


Davidson indicated if the zoning 


change is granted, a building will be con- 
structed to house a bank, though he said 
it will not be known until next March 
whether a state charter will be granted. 


The rest of the complex will be com- 


prised of small offices and shops, he 
said. 


Space will be available if the library 


board decides to build its facility on the 
Browne property, Davidson added.

Grove Village,, said business has been 
bad. 


"It'S BEEN VERY slow. I think it's 


because of the weather and because 
people are concerned the pumpkins won't 
keep very long," said Busse, .who this 
year harvested only one-third of his usu- 
al pumpkin crop. 


He said the price of his pumpkins have 


gone up this year to help make up for .the 
loss. "Somebody's got to pay for it," he 
said. "But it looks now like the people 
are willing to let the farmers take the 
loss." . 


Jewel Food Stores, which every year 


has stocked carving pumpkins for Hal- 
loween, have also suffered from the bad 
crop. "There is definitely a shortage and 
we have a few stores that don't have any 
pumpkins at all," said Don Burzloff, pro- 
duce manager at the Jewel home offices 
in Melrose Park. 


Burzloff .said the price of pumpkins, 


both carving and cooking, have gone up 
between 20 to 25 per cent. "And we're 
not particularly proud of the quality this 


year," he said. "Why don't you buy an 
apple instead?"

Voter League To Appeal 
Case To State High Court 


by MARCIA KARMER 


League of Women Voters chapters 


from Palatine, Maine and Nlles town- 
ships, rebuffed in Cook County Circuit 
Court yesterday in their effort to place 
the township abolition question on the 
Nov. T.ballot, took Immediate steps to 
appeal the ruling to the Illinois Supreme 
Court 


A brief was filed less than three hours 


after the decision was handed down in 
the Palatine case by Circuit Court Judge 
Harry G. Comerford asking the Supreme 
Court to hear the case. 


At the same time, an appeal of Judge 


Comerford'a ruling was filed in Appellate 
Court, where the case will be heard if the 
high court decides not to consider It. 


The Supreme Court is expected to de- 


termine within a day or two whether to 
hear the case, probably based on a sim- 
ilar request filed Tuesday by the North- 
field Township League of Women Voters. 


THE COURT would likely lump all 


four cases together. Judge Comerford 
dismissed the Maine and Nlles suits after 
announcing his decision in the Palatine 
case, because they were brought on sim- 
ilar grounds. 


A decision by either the Appellate 


Court or the Supreme Court reversing 
Judge Comerford's decision would have 
to come soon in order for the township 
abolition question to be put on the Nov. 7 
ballot 


Upholding the lower court decision 


would rule out the referendum for the 
November election, but there are In- 
dications the league would make another 
try at a later date. 


Judge Comerford's ruling yesterday 


was based on a motion of Palatine Town- 
ship attorneys to dismiss the LWV suit 
because sufficient legal notice had not 
been given in order to include the ques- 
tion of whether to abolish township gov- 
ernment on the Nov. 7 general election 
ballot. 


Mercy Crusade 3 Per Cent

inaction (not authorizing the question to' 
be on the ballot) can block the rights of 
the people." 


Troy said papers had already been pre- 


pared to appeal the judge's decision be- 
cause it had been anticipated that the 
ruling would be against the league. 


JUDGE COMERFORD'S decision to 


uphold the preliminary motion prevented 
the arguments before the court from get- 
ting to the main reason the Palatine 
Township Board of Auditors decided not 
to place the question on the ballot" 


The auditors concurred with the oplnon 


of their attorney, Roger.A. Bjorvik, that 
although the new Illinois Constitution al- 
lows, for the dissolution of township gov- 
ernment*.-it could not-Ill practicality be 
done becauseiio legislation has-been pro- 
vided indicating what would become of 
the township's duties! .

WHA Cougars Expected To Move To Area 
Local Rink For Pro Hockey Team?

A new arena for the Chicago Cougars 


professional hockey team likely will be 
built In Palatine. Announcement is ex- 
pected within six months. 
. The Herald In July first revealed the 
possibility of the World Hockey Associ- 
ation team moving to the area, after an 
interview with one of the team owners, 
Jordon Kaiser. His brother Walter Kai- 
ser, also part-owner of the team, said 
yesterday no final decision has been 
made on Palatine but Indicated a site on 
Northwest Highway is being "strongly 
considered." 


The site, just north of the Arlington In- 


door Tennis Club on Northwest Highway 
in Palatine, is owned by the Kaiser 
brothers. Located there is a 15-acre tract 


and room for expansion, Walter Kaiser 
said. 


He said feasibility studies are being 


planned to determine whether' the Pala- 
tine location. would be the, best for the 
newly formed, hockey franchise, which 
now is ,playing games in the .Inter- 
national Amphitheatre in Chicago under 
a two-year lease and an option on a third 
year. He added a decision will be-made 
soon because construction of a planned 
18,000-seat arena will take- about two 
years. ' 


"We can't make any money until, we 


get a new stadium," he said. "The 
Northwest' (suburbs) Is an excellent 
place for ah arena." 


THERE HAS been speculation since 


the Chicago Cougars were formed this 


year that the team would move to the 
Northwest suburbs. Schaumburg was 
mentioned as a possible site for a new 
arena, until the'team decided to play for 
at least two years in the Amphitheatre. 


And Kaiser told the Herald yesterday 


he has .not entirely ruled out Schaum- 
burg but seemed to indicate the Palatine 
site across from Arlington Park Race 
Track was the most logical location..

City Asks Out In Lake Water Case 


The City of Rolling Meadows is seeking, 


dismissal as a defendant in two separate \ 
lawsuits Involving water diversion allot- 
ments from Lake Michigan. 


Rolling Meadows was named along 


with some SO other cities and organiza- 
tions in the suits, which stem from a lake 
diversion order issued by the Illinois DC. 
partmcnt of Transportation. 


The suits were filed separately In Cook 


County Circuit Court by the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District and In Lake County cir- 
cuit court by the North Shore Sanitary 
District. 


1970 Murder Case 


The suits were filed as a means to peti- 


tion the defendants to appear In up- 
coming hearings dealing with the allot- 
ment of water from Lake Michigan for 
area communities. Neither suit is a com- 
plaint, nor docs either seek to recoup 
damages of any kind from the defend- 
ants. 


A spokesman (or the Metropolitan San- 


itary District explained yesterday the de- 
termination of water allotment from 
Lake Michigan comes under the heading 
of "administrative review," a catergory 


which requires all parties on record as 
having appeared at previous hearings on 
the matter to appear at subsequent hear- 
ings. 


WHILE ROLLING Meadows does not 


receive Lake Michigan water, represen- 
tatives of the city did appear at hearings 
several years ago and are-therefore re- 
quired to be named as defendants, the 
spokesman said. 
-The city's water supply comes from an 
underground well system, John Hennessy 
superintendent of public works said yes-

LaPlaca, 
through his attorneys, argued that since 
capital punishment has been abolished, 
a state constitutional ban on ball for cap- 
ital crimes should no longer apply. 


The Illinois Appellate Court ruled in 


LaPlaca's favor In September, but the

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Combined Appeal 
At $10,000; Goal 
Set At $25,000 


The Mount Prospect Combined Appeal 


has collected more than $10,000, but 
workers are,still far from their goal of 
125,000. 


"I think we may be going slower than 


last year," said Hal Predovich of the 
appeal. "Or we're Just barely holding our 
own to last year." Last year the amount 
collected fell nearly $6,000 short of the 
124,000 goal. 


Despite the slow response, officials are 


still hopeful they can reach the $25,000 
goal. Workers last week mailed a second 
solicitation letter to residents. The initial 
letters were sent to residents In Septem- 
ber. After the second letter, according to 
Predovich, volunteers will go door-tc- 
door asking for donations. 


"We're hoping for a bettor response 


from that second letter," Predovich said. 
He said workers ore still counting on the 
newly annexed area of Mount Prospect, 
about 2,300 additional residences, to help 
roach the goal. 


"IP THIS SECOND residential mailing 


doesn't produce a good response, It's 
questionable we'll make our goal," Pre- 
dovich said. 
Out of tho $10,388 collected, officials 
have received $3,145 from residents or 43 
per cent of the $12,000 residential goal. 
Other breakdowns Include $2,755 of the 
$4,500 goal for special gifts; $463 of tho 
$500 goal from professionals; and $2,025 
of tho $5,500 goal from businesses. Pre- 
dovich said .collection from municipal 
employes and schools Is just getting un- 
derway. 


The appeal will accept contributions 


until next June, according to Morcclla 
Kokes, treasurer. However, Mrs. Kokes 
said donations are needed as soon as pos- 
sible because budgets must be prepared. 


Proceeds from tho drive as well as ad- 


ditional funds from tho Metropolitan Cru- 


sade of Mercy, with which the appeal is 
.affiliated, will bo turned over to 13 local 
and Chicago agencies.' The agencies 
have requested a total budget of $67,450,

It's been a bad year for pumpkins. 
But it'll be a worse one for Halloween 


Jack-o'Lanterns'lf residents aren't will- 
ing to pay up to 25 per cent more thls< 
year for the same size pumpkin they pur- 
chased last fall. 


Pumpkin crops in the Northwest sub- 


urbs, usually good pumpkin country, 
have been cut by more than half this 
year because of heavy rains In past 
months. Rainy weather means rotting 
pumpkins and many had to be left on the 
vine to decay, according to area farm- 
ers. 
-

"We really had a bad crop this year," 


said Mrs. Raymond Plngel of Pingel's 
Farm Market in Arlington Heights. Mrs. 
Pingel, who's been selling pumpkins for 
17 years, said this is the first time she's 
had to buy the pumpkins she sells. 


MRS. 
PINGEL PAID $30 a ton for 


some 50 tons of pumpkins bought near 
Kankakee. She said some farmers-have 
paid up to $60-a ton for pumpkins whole- 
sale, about $20 to $25 more than last 
year's crop. 


"And 
we used to make $25 to $30 a ton 


by selling our own," said Mrs. Plngel. 


Pingel's Market this year charges up 


to $3 a pumpkin depending on size, a 
price similar to that charged by most 
stands in the suburbs. 


Mrs. W. Grismer, who for 15 years has 


been selling pumpkins from the front 
lawn of her home at 1228" W. Golf Road, 
agrees it's been a bad year for the gold- 
en fruit 


"The rain was a real problem. It's 


been the worst year we' have ever seen. 
They'.ve rotted on the vines and the rain 
even washed some out completely. 
They're very scarce and'a lot smaller 
this year, too," she said.

It's also harder to get the pumpkins 


out of the;soggy fields, said Mrs. Gris- 
mer whose three sons raise the fruit on a 
farm in Huntley, HI. "You can't get in 
the fields to get the pumpkins," she said. 


Mrs. Grismer says the :heavy rains 


haven't daunted her customers. "They've 
been out here looking, holding on to their' 
Umbrellas," she said. 


But Wallace Busse, who .sells at a 


stand at 712 Landmeier Rd., in Elk 


•Grove Village, said business has been 
bad; 
•'.. 


"It'S BEEN VERY slow. I think it's 


because of the weather and because 
people are concerned'the pumpkins won't 
keep very long," said Busse, who this 
year harvested only one-third of his usu- 
al pumpkin crop. 


He said:the price"of his pumpkins have 


gone up this year to help make up for the 
loss. "Somebody's got to pay for it," he 
said. "But it looks now like the people 
are willing to let the fanners take the 
loss." 


Jewel Food Stores, which every year 


has stocked carving pumpkins for Hal- 
loween, .have also suffered from the bad 
crop. "There is definitely a shortage and 
we have a few stores that don't have any 
pumpkins at all," said Don Burzloff, pro- 
duce manager at'the Jewel'home offices 
in Melrose Parki

• Burzloff said 'the 'price of pumpkins, 
both carving and, cooking,'" have 'gone' up 
between 20-to,'2f p^cent. '.'And.v'we're , 
not particularly proiid of the quallty.thls 
year,":he said; "Why-don't you-buy .an 
apple instead?"

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Police Pension 
Board Asks For 
Bigger Allocation 


If the Arlington Heights Village Board 


doesn't start paying more than its cur- 
rent allocations to the village's police 
pension fund, village taxpayers could 
feel a real crunch In too pocketbook In 
years to come, says police Capt Jack 
Aldrich, president of the Arlington 
Heights Police Pension Board of Trus- 
tees. 
' Village allocations to the pension fund 
wer $100,800 in 1970; $100,000 in 1971, and 
$125,000 in 1972. But Aldrich and the pen- 
sion board believes the village should bo 
paying $248,092 this year to make sure 
the village can meet state standards that 
say municipalities must achieve actuary 
soundness by 1990. What this means Is 
that the village must be in a position to 
pay all Its pension liabilities in 27 years. 


The amount the village has been pay- 


ing actually is In excess of what has been 
recommended by the Illinois Department 
of Insurance to be actuarily sound in 
1999, but the pension board disagrees 
with the state's calculations. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS officials say 


they are working toward a $IO,000-por- 
man minimum for 1999, but Aldrich says 
that isn't enough. He explained that at 
the current rate of Inflation, even a cadet 
probably will make more than $10,000 by 
1999. Put very simply, Aldrich doesn't 
think the village will be able to meet Its 
statutory obligations to officers on pen- 
sions. 


The law states that police officers who 


go on pension, either because of retire- 
ment or disability, must be paid 60 per 
cent of their annual salary at the time 
they go on pension until they die. But the 
benefits aren't restricted to the officers 
themselves. If a policeman should die, 
his wife will receive the same pension 
for as long as she lives, and his children 
will get the pension until they are 18 
years of ago. 


The money for the fund comes primar- 


ily from three sources. Each officer con- 
tributes 7.5 per cent of his salary, the 
municipality should pay M per cent of 
each officer's salary to follow state 
guidelines and Interest accrues on Feder- 
al securities and state and municipal 
bonds Invested in with the fund. 


It is the village's contribution that 


Aldrich's board doesn't like. The board Is 
currently .trying to determine why its 
$248,992 figure differs so radically from 
state recommendations of less than the 
$123,000 the village contributed this year. 


"We're not uptight about it (the dis- 


parity between the two figures)" Aldrich 


yijsz.-sxsz.i^i.

said. "The city has the obligation to pay 
the pension whether It can afford' it or 
not If they don't set aside the money 
now, they will eventually have to raise 
the (tax) levies to the point that every- 
body will be up In arms." 


IF THE VILLAGE is not actuarily 


sound by 1999, Aldrich said the state can 
sue, forcing the village to cough up the 
money. And this money will be coming 
out of the taxpayers' pockets, he said. 
Still, Aldrich said ho cannot blame vil- 
lage trustees for opting to contribute ac- 
cording to lower state recommendations. 
But the real amount the city must pay 
annually to be sound by 1999 must be 
found. 
'Related to this disparity between state 
and pension board recommendations is a 
law suit filed last summer by the Illinois 
Attorney General against the pension 
board on behalf of the state Insurance 
department. Tho suit alleges that the 
pension board is paying three police offi- 
cers — two retired and one disabled — 
more money than Is authorized by law. 
Aldrich says the difference in payments, • 
amounting to $23 per month for the two 
retired officers, is caused by two differ- 
ent interpretations of the law. 


The difference isn't great, but if com- 


pounded by a number of men on the po- 
lice force, it could make a difference In 
the amount the village must pay to be 
actuarily sound by 1999, Aldrich said. 


THE LAWSUIT IS so Important to po- 


lice officers all over Illinois, except Chi- 
cago, that the pension board Is being de- 
fended by the Illinois Police Association. 
The outcome of the cose, which hasn't 
yet gone to court, will determine if offi- 
cers on pension will be paid according to 
how much they earned in the 12 months 
prior to retirement (as the state insur- 
ance department says) or according to 
what they are making at the time of re- 
tirement or disability. If the insurance 
department has its way, officers who re- 
tire within a year of a pay raise will not 
see the benefit of the raise reflected hi 
their pensions. 


Aldrich says it oil comes down to this: 


A delay In making higher contributions 
to the pension fund only forestalls the 
inevitable. It's like using a credit card. 
You have to pay a lump sum in the fu- 
ture, and that hurts the pocketbook more 
than spreading payments out over the 27 
years to 1999.

Corporal punishment policy will be the 


main topic of discussion tonight at the 
Arlington Heights School Dlst. 23 board 
of education meeting. 


Also on the agenda Is a request for fi- 


nancial assistance by Music, for Youth 
Inc., a non-profit parents' group now run- 
ning the district Instrumental music pro- 
gram. The board will also discuss a park 
district request for tho title to some 
school property on which to build a field 
house. 


The meeting will be held at the Admin- 


istration Building, 301 W. South St., at 
7:30 p.m. 


SINCE NO citizens have requested 


time to speak on corporal punishment, 
tho discussion will be solely by the 
board. 


"People In the community, as well as 


tho Arlington Teacher's Association 
(ATA) have In ono way or another mndo 
their position known to us on this sub- 
ject," said II. Robert Powell, president 
of tho board. 


•Powell also said ths subject of corpo- 


ral punishment Is a narrow question re- 
lated to the subject of discipline in the 
schools. Earlier this month, Donald V. 
Strong,' district superintendent, sent a 
memo to the teachers on tho subject 


"Tha keynote of effective discipline is 


prevention," he said in the memo. "Ev- 
ery effort must be made to anticipate, 
w h e r e v e r possible, situations which 
could become difficult and lead to unrea- 
sonable behavior . . . physical control 
should always be limited to the minimum 
necessary to Insure protection of teach- 
ers, students..." 


The memo also spelled out the current 


rules and policies in effect In the district. 
Basically the policy states that corporal 
punishment should only be used as a last 
resort 


"I have no idea what we will decide to 


do, but I can guess that we will not cate- 
gorically prohibit corporal punishment," 
Powell said. "After a discussion we may 
ask for a redrafting and a tightening up 
of tho policy." 


James Modec, acting president of the 


ATA, says his group would very much 
like a clarification of the policy. 


"WE WILL NOT accept a policy of no 


corporal punishment, and we hope what 
tho board decides will be based on the 
memo Dr. Strong sent to us earlier this 
month." said Modec. "Clarification is 
needed in some cases, like how to handle 
corporal punishment when it comes to fe- 
male students, and what to do if two stu- 
dents arc fighting and you have to grab 
ono to break It up with no other teacher 
or administrator present" 


Representatives of-both the ATA and 


the Arlington Council of PTAs will attend 
tho meeting, according to spokesmen «f 
both groups.

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Voter League 
Fails To Get 
Issue On Ballot

League of Women Voters chapters 


from Palatine, Maine and Nllcs town- 
ships, rebuffed In Cook County Circuit 
Court yesterday In their effort to place 
the township abolition question on the 
Nov. 7 ballot, took Immediate steps to 
appeal the ruling to the Illinois Supreme 
Court 


A brief was filed less than three hours 


after the decision was handed down in 
the Palatine case by Circuit Court Judge 
Harry G. Comerford asking the Supreme 
Court to hear the case. 
' 


At the same time, an appeal of Judge 


Comcrford's ruling was filed in Appellate 
Court, where the cose will be heard If the 
high court decides not to consider it. 


The Supreme Court is expected to de- 


termine within a day or two whether to 
hear the case, probably based on a sim- 
ilar request filed Tuesday by the North- 
field Township League of Women Voters. 


THE COURT would likely lump all 


four cases together. Judge Comerford 
dismissed the Maine and NUes suits after 
announcing his decision in the Palatine 
case, because they were brought on sim- 
ilar grounds. 


A decision by either the Appellate 


Court or the Supreme Court reversing 
Judge Comcrford's decision would have 
to come soon in order for the township 
abolition question to be put on the Nov. 7 
ballot.

cision as "an outrageous precedent," . 
saying It In effect puts township officials 
In a position "to arbitrarily take away 
the people's rights.." 


"We're talking, about (he right of 


people under the constitution to call a ref- 
erendum," be said, "and the question is 
whether the corporate1 authority,' by its 
inaction (not authorizing'the question to 
be on the ballot) can block the rights of 
the people." . 


Troy said papers had already been pre- 


pared to appeal the judge's decision be- 
cause it had been anticipated that the 
ruling would be against the league. 


JUDGE COMERFORD'S decision to 


uphold the preliminary motion prevented 
the arguments before the court from get- 
ting to the main reason the Palatine 
Township Board of Auditors decided not 
to place the question on the ballot 


The auditors concurred with the opinon 


of their attorney, Roger A. Bjorvik, that 
although the new Illinois Constitution al- 
lows for the dissolution of township gov- 
ernment, it could not in practicality be 
done because no legislation has been pro- 
vided Indicating what would become of 
the township's duties. 


The League of Women Voters is seek- 


ing to dissolve the township level of gov- 
ernment because it considers It outdated 
and unnecessary.. 


The league says the township's func- 


tions could easily be taken over by the/ 
county or nearby municipalities.

surprised" by the verdict. "This is a 
wide-open whitewash," Hampton said. 
He added that he bad expected "they 
would use this or the same sort of trick" 
to cover up the truth and exonerate the 
defendants., 


Hampton said the black community at 


large will not be surprised at the verdict 
either, but said, "The acquittal will 
cause the gap between the black commu- 


nity and those in law enforcement to wid- 
en. 


"This and the De Mau Man situation

Hahrahan, reading from a prepared

pull out all my bottom teeth —anything 
to ease the pain. I tried everything I 
could think of: I gobbled asprin, I soaked 
the tooth in whiskey, I moaned and 
groaned. I figured If I didn't get help 
soon I would A.) die of aspirin poisoning, 
or B.) be too drunk to care. 


Salvation was at hand. My son goes to 


kindergarten with my dentist's daughter. 
In a moment of weakness (and near hys- 
teria) I decided to call him and at least 
find out what I could do until office 
hours. 


AT 0 P.M. SUNDAY I was sitting in 


his office feeling terrible that I had both- 
ered him. At the same time he was 
shooting my mouth full of novocalne he 
was reassuring mo that I did nothing 
more than save him from the boredom of 
a lousy television program. He could 
watch TV anytime, he said, my tooth 
was a challenge. 


I've never liked going to the dentist; 


It's one of those necessary evils one puts 
up with in order to not look like a jungle 
savage with rotting teeth. But Sunday 
night I couldn't get there fast enough. If 
someone had offered me a million dol- 
lars not to go I would have laughed in his 
face. 


I have a new respect for dentists and 


for pain. From here on in I will love 
going to the dentist and thank him every 
time he has to drill a hole In my tooth. I 
will be the best patient he has. As for 
pain — the next time I stub my toe I'm 
going to try and smile and say something 
like, "That wasn't so bad." That should 
really scare the kids.

in the original district must also pass a 


referendum to accept the new area. 


The population of Northfield township 


is well over 10 per cent of the population 
in Oakton Community College District 
535. 


If Northfield township does not form its '• 


own college district or join one, the state * 
will assign it to a college district as pro- 
vided in Senate Bill 1188. According to. 
that law all school children in Illinois are- 
required to reside in a junior college dis-' 
trict by December 1974.

One of the most perplexing problems a 


dog owner can encounter is the dog who 
refuses to eat. For no apparent reason, 
the family pet appears to be on a hunger 
strike, giving his owner a severe case of 
jitters. 


Most dogs become 'spoiled because 


their owners feed-them rich tidbits be- 
tween-meals. The owner must learn-to 
feed his dog at regular times every day 
and avoid feeding tidbits and leftovers. 
. To help solve the problem, piit the 
dog's food — a complete, balanced dog 
food — out for about 20 minutes. If ft 
isn't gone by then, take It away and don't 
offer any more food until the same time 
the following day; It doesn't take long for 
a picky eater to realize that he must eat 
his food right away or wait for 24 hours 
for the next chance. .' 


Keep in mind'also that you, may want 


to change brands, like people, he may 
just get sick and tired of eating the same 
thing. However, if a dog continues to re- 
fuse food and 'appears to be losing 
weight, he might be suffering from any 
number of disturbances and should be 
checked by.your veterinarian.

Says Ohio State's Hayes

SAN FRANCISCO (NBA) - Wayne 


Woodrow Hayes la a man so secure with* 
in himself that the slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune would just < naturally: 
bend when they strike bis rotund figure. 


Woody has labored all his adult life in 


a field that has been assailed for hypocr- 
isy and espousal of brutality, that of col-' 
lege head football coach. And since 1951 
he has been at Ohio State, which sym- 
bolizes big-time college football with all 
its malevolent implications. 


Does all this bother Woody Hayes? 


, "There is a segment of society," he 
shrugs, "which is against football or any- 
thing that's well organized." 


And yet one wonders about the ethic of 


college football as it relates to this 
changing world. 


"Ara Parseghlan (of Notre Dame), 


tells the itory," Hayes says, "of these 
two guys meeting on the street and. one 
says to the other, 'How's your wife?' 


"And the other answers, 'Compared to 


what?1 


"Well, compared to other activities of 


young people, football is so far and away 
in front that there's ho contest. We put 
on a wholesome show which is sincere 
enough because we want to win." 


Yet Woody Hayes, who' has' been de- 


scribed as troglodytic and' contentious 
and sometimes Just plain boorish in his 
behavior as a football leader, isn't obliv- 
ious to the gusts of change. 


"The football guy Is the anti-hero nowa- 


days," he concedes. "A student is held in 
disrepute if he works like hell. The over- 
achiever, they look down on him. 


"Last May, I ran across our football 


captain on campus. He was on a bike 
and he had his coat pulled up around his 
neck. It was warm and I wondered what 
he was doing dressed like that. He said, 


'Coach, I didn't want to ride across 
campus and let people see me with a tie 
on.'" 


Nevertheless, you can see Ohio State 


football players with their hair fashion- 
ably long and the blacks wear bead 
bands and even their head coach can be 
•seen in public wearing red, cuffless 
flared trousers —,'though his own gray 
hair remains closely trimmed with the 
sideburns up around the tops of his ears. 


"Why have rules you can't live up to?" 


sighs Woody, realistically. "You'know, 
the kids we have on our team now we- 
ren't born when I came to Ohio State. 


"When it comes to the basic aspects of 


football, I'm too old to change. Our foot- 
ball players are more dedicated than 
they've ever been. They work like hell 
and they, hit like bell. And we have better 
training programs for them'. We found 
out we can prevent injuries by building a 
bull neck. So the necks on today's kids 
are so much thicker and stronger to 
withstand the shock." 


And maybe to inflict punishment? 
' "Brutality? No, our kids aren't brutal. 
We never get penalized for roughness. 


"Now, that quarterback we're going to 


face, he better not run too much because 
'he's going to get hit like he's never been 
hit. 


"And we do have one player who's 


brutal. He's a black boy. He's bitter and 
he's hung up on that black business." 


Social consciousness is something that 


Woody Hayes isn't really Into yet He 
'takes his own bedcheck of the players 
when they're on road trips — he wouldn't 
entrust it to the trainer or assistant 
coaches because he feels it would under- 
mine their relations with the players. 
Woody even revels in that much criti- 
cized area of recruiting 17-and 18-year- 
old kids to trade their physical skills for 


a college education. 


"I like that recruiting better than any- 


thing else.'.' he says. "I get into the 
homes, and11 get a thrill from the home I 
get into. I found if the parents are re- 
spected In the home, you got yourself a 
football player. 


"Take this freshman halfback we 


have, Archie Friggin. He's the fourth of 
seven .boys.-His three older,brothers 
played at' Louisville, Kent State and Mus- 
kingum. Fine family. His father works at 
two jobs. If anything, Archie is a little 
spoiled. 


"There'are two things in a great home. 


One, the kid is wanted. Two, there's dis- 
cipline. The parents are respected." 


Does Woody then restrict his football 


recruiting -to boys from "good" homes? 
How about the under-privileged kid? 


"Oh, I'm looking for that fellow," he 


retorts, "because I own him something. 
And no matter what his circumstance, I 
always find someone there who took the 
-place of the parents. In one boy's case It 
was a homosexual. He didn't touch the 
boy but he washed his clothes and took 
care of him." 


To Woody, the taint of hypocrisy in col- 


lege football can be diluted. "I realized 
early," he says, "that enormous 
amounts of money were being made 
from our football program at Ohio State, 
and the only way to repay it is through 
education. So we graduate our boys at a 
rate of 84 to 88 per cent. 


There is in truth an aura "of satisfac- 


tion about Woody Hayes that derives 
from winning football games and really 
isn't shaken by the social critics of him 
and his sport.

Local Storm Tunnel Priority High 


PTA Says Replace Treats With Coins

A Northwest suburban branch of the 


Chicago Underflow Plan tunnel and re- 
scrvolr system may. take top priority as 
a pilot program for the entire project

Metropolitan 'Sanitary 
District 


(MSD) engineer told a Joint meeting of 
the Arlington Heights and Mount Pros- 
pect flooding committees about the high 
local priority. 


MSD Engineer Frank Dalton said a 


modified version of the O'Hare North- 
west portion of the underflow plan will 
be revealed at a MSD board meeting to- 
day. 


MSD officials, at a meeting on the plan 


yesterday, indicated they hoped to build 
a retention reservoir near O'Hare as one 
of the first portions of the underflow 
plan. 


The officials did not announce other 


modifications to the local system such as 
enlarging the tunnel and placing it at a 
much deeper 
level than originally 


planned, however. 


DALTON TOLD the local flooding com- 


mlitees about the modifications. He said 
under the now plan the tunnel would run 
from a storage reservoir near O'Hare 
north to an Arlington Heights sewer near 
Central Road at Weller Creek. 


Under the original plan, the tunnel 


would have extended all the way to the 


Village of Palatine. ' 


Daltoft told the committee he did not 


know whether the tunnel would be ex- 
tended to Palatine at a later date or 
whether- other- flood control projects 
would have to be planned there. 


Ho told the committees other modi- 


fications would include making the tun- 
nel larger than originally planned and 
running it 250 feet below ground. The 
original Chicago underflow plan calls for 
the tunnels in the Northwest suburban 
area to be in a layer of clay much closer 
to the ground surface. . 


Dalton said the O'Hare branch would 


cost about $123 million. 
'. 


JOHN WOODS, Arlington Heights vil- 


lage president, also verified the plans to 
present the altered proposal at today's 
MSD board meeting. 


Woods said the local project will take 


five years and funding and work would 
begin almost immediately. He said the 
plan was to hold off on the Palatine por- 
tion of the tunnel until it is determined 
how much work under the Salt Creek 
Watershed Work Plan helps flooding 
problems In the Palatine area. 


Woods said the tunnels under the modi- 


fied plan would be from 17 to 24 feet in 
diameter. Under the original plan they 
would have been from 10 feet to 20 feet 
In diameter. 


Q-MY COUSIN and I, who ore both 


retired, worked full tune for several 
months last year. My cousin got a notice 
telling him his monthly social security 
payment has gone up because of his 
earnings.

graduating from college but stopped 2 
years ago when I got married. A few 
months ago I learned that I have mul- 
tiple sclerosis. It is gradually getting 
worse. Could I got disability benefits? 
My father said I had to be 80 years old to 
get benefits. Is that true? 


A—There Is no ago limit for a person 


to be eligible for social security disability 
benefits. The requirements are that you 
have worked a specified period of time 
and have a disability that prevents you 
from working. You should contact your 
social security office to apply for this as 
soon as possible. For more specific infor- 
mation about disability or any social se- 
curity matter, call 255-7312. 


Q—I'M 64 AND for several years I've 


been getting monthly social security pay- 
ments based on my late husband's work 
record. Now I'm planning to remarry 
and the man I'm marrying is getting 
monthly retirement checks. After I'm 
married, will I continue to get pay- 
ments? 


A—Yes, you'll continue to get monthly 


checks after you remarry, and the 
amount of your monthly checks may in- 
crease. Call, write or visit your social 
security office to notify them as soon as 
you remarry. 


At the meeting yesterday, MSD Chief \ 


Engineer Forrest Neil told the Herald 
there was a possibility the tunnels in the1 
Northwest suburban area might.be built' 
in a rock formation rather than' In the 
shallow clay.

NEIL also said there was a possibility 


some of the work in the Northwest sub- 
urbs would be dropped from the under- 
flow plan and combined with construc- 
tion anticipated under the Salt Creek wa- 
tershed work plan.1 


The original underflow report mentions 


the long length of tunnels to the Palatine 
area might be eliminated "if other suit- 
able solutions of handling the combined 
sewer overflow problem for that area 
can be found." 
* 


At the orientation meeting yesterday, 


MSD officials urged towns with com- 
bined sewers to begin designing their, 
own sewer systems to tie their commu- 
nities to the underflow tunnels. 


The design of local connecting sewers 


would be the next step after the MSD 
board gives its approval to the plan. The 
board is expected to take that action to- 
day. 


ARLINGTON 
HEIGHTS, 
Palatine, 


Mount Prospect and Des Flaines are all 
affected by the Chicago Underflow plan. 
Each of those communities has combined 
sanitary and-storm sewers. The system 
of combined sanitary and storm sewers 
in the City of Chicago, and some subur- 
ban communities is responsible for 45 
per cent of the pollution in local streams 
and in Lake Michigan. The Chicago Un- 
derflow Plan is a proposal to solve that 
combined sewer pollution problem and a 
flooding problem caused by overloading 
of those sewer systems. 


NEIL SAID the municipalities will 


have to provide their own relief sewers 
leading to the system if the tunnels and 
storage reservoirs are to be of any bene- 
fit to the Individual towns. 


Nell told officials from many of the 


communities they should begin prelimi- 
nary designs of those relief sewer sys- 
tems now. Ho said the MSD and the com- 
munities would work together on the ex- 
act locations of the tunnels and the con- 
necting sewers for individual commu- 
nities. 


MSD officials said rather than being an 


additional financial burden, building the 
connecting sewers may in the long run 


save the communities money. The sav- 
ings will "come from the fiUminnt 
1*" 
1 of 


pumping'stations and from eliminating 
the need for the communities to build 
. oversized sewers to handle peak storm 
flows. 
„ 


' Moreover, the tunnel system will elimi- 
nate the need for many retention- reser- 
voirs" which the' communities might oth- 
erwise have to build. The tunnels and the 
.MSD-reservoirs will "provide the com- 
'munltles with a main dram outlet" for 
their 'local sewer -systems, MSD Gen. 
Supt Ben Sosewitz said. 
- 


80SEWITZ AND MSD trustee Valen- 


tine Janecki cautioned local officials the 
MSD will continue to enforce its regu- 


• lations on permits and flood plain con- 
struction even when the new tunnel and 
' reservoir system is completed. 


Janecki pointed out the Chicago Under- 


flow plan "is not a panacea" for all 
flooding problems, it is merely a work- 
able solution to the combined sewer 
problem. 


Nell said the MSD is negotiating with 


' the City of Chicago to use 50 acres the 
city owns in the O'Hare area for the re- 
servoir. Another possibility is the reser- 
voir may be located on private property 
at the northwest corner of Elmhurst and 
Oakton across from the proposed rec- 
lamation plant site.'Neil said the MSD 
will work with Rosemont and Des 
Plaines to help solve the problems of 
Willow-Hlggins creek. The reservoir will 
be the holding point for stormwater col- 
lected In the tunnels under the Chicago 
Underflow Plan.

analytical psychiatry or child psychiatry 
as two examples. 


Psychologists usually have a Ph.D., 


meaning they have graduated from col- 
lege and then taken additional graduate 
training in their field, but have not at- 
tended medical school. This means they 
could not practice general medicine. 


They might know a great deal about 


the psychodynamics of an Individual, but 
they would not be expected to know the 
details of diagnosing digestive disorders, 
nor would they be licensed to treat such 
things as a peptic ulcer or hepatitis. 


There are several types of psy- 


chologists. Some are experimental psy- 
chologists who sometimes deal with 
problems quite removed from the prac- 
tice of medicine. 


MANY GOOD psychologists work in 


conjunction with psychiatrists adminis- 
tering complex psychological tests and 
providing psychological counseling for 
people who do have psychological prob- 
lem s. Sometimes physicians ' refer 
patients to psychologists for additional 
help when that Is the main problem in- 
volved. 


Psychologists never become analysts 


In the sense that a psychiatrist may, 
since psychoanalysis isn't the mam 
thrust of their training or the application 
of their skills. 


In general I think it a mistake to adopt 


an attitude of either psychiatrist or psy- 
chologist. Both of these disciplines per- 
form a very useful function. Psy- 
chologists are particularly useful In 
school situations (including the psy- 
chology of learning) and organizational 
structures where human behavior factors 
are important, even though the individ- 
uals involved may not be disturbed or 
having any psychiatric illness. 


On the other hand, a person with schi- 


zophrenic psychosis for example needs 
treatment with a full complement of ser- 
vices usually including the adminis- 
tration of medicines which cannot be pre- 
scribed by a psychologist since they 
must be prescribed by a physician. In 
my experience, psychiatrists and psy- 
chologists work well together in a team 
effort.

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The other day. I opened my favorite 


wild/lower book and was surprised by 
the sight of a giant white trlllium I hod 
Pressed between the pages. 


It brought back memories of spring 


and a trip our family had taken to Anl- 
ma, Wla., for the maple syrup festival. 
This festival Is held there every year af- 
ter the sap run, as a kind ot spring har- 
vest celebration. I remember the road 
home was blanketed with these beautiful 
wildflowers, a continuous carpet of white 
for 10 miles. Gorgeous. 


For whatever reason you want to dry 


or press flowers — for framing, as gift 
notepaper, for use in flower arrange- 
ments or simply for memories — here 
are a few tips on how to do it: 


BELLS OP IRELAND and Japanese 


lanterns can be dried for flower arrange- 
ments by picking them when the flowers 
are mature but still Intact (Prune out 
leaves on the bells of Ireland.) Hang (ho 
flower stems on a clothesine in a hot, dry 
spot (And hope anybody who sees them 
doesn't think you are kooky-> 


If you want gourds for Halloween and 


centerpiece decorations later on, pick 
them now while the stems are dry and 
the gourds hard. With a sharp nail or hat 
pin, make a hole In each end, so air can 
circulate Inside the gourd. Bring gourds 
Indoors to cure. When they are bone dry, 
spray them with lacquer to hold them 
several months longer. 


On to pressing flowers: Use dimin- 


utive single blossoms such as violets, 
sweet peas or any flower that will press 
flat Leave it attached to the stem with a 
leaf or two. Bits of fern or small lacy fall 
leaves press easily. I use sprigs of arbor 
vltao in my Christmas cards. 


BUT YOUR collection between waxed 


paper In a heavy book for a few days. 
Put dried flower between two layers of 
waxed paper, and press with iron set on 
lowest sotting. Pull out and spray with 
clear plastic.

and lavender and stored in airtight con- 
tainers by our grandmothers, were the 
ancestors of today's air fresheners. 


Roses in the garden were the makings 


for grandmother's rose beads. If you 
have any roses left in the gsrden, maybe 
you'd like to try something unusual and 
old-fashioned: 


CLIP PETALS from the rose centers 


and chop or run the petals through a food 
grinder. Knead the petals between your 
fingertips until they can be shaped into a 
tiny ball. If the petals are not moist 
enough, add Just esough water to do the 
trick. Run a hat put through each little 
rose bead. Push the point through a 
piece of Styrofoam to hold the bead up- 
right for drying It may take several days 
to a few weeks to dry, depending on tem- 
perature and humidity in the bouse. 
String the beads on heavy black string 
with crystals or pearls, in choker, double 
strand or single long strand. A guaran- 
teed attention-getter. (Colx seeds, In- 
cidentally, make up Into nifty love 
beads.) Save those cobc seeds. 


Now is a good time to mention that if 


you are planning to make pine cone 
wreaths for the holiday season, acorns, 
tamarack, hemlock, red pine cones, 
sweet gum balls snd cockleburrs are eas- 
ier picking now than rummaging around 
In the snow — snow, that's a dirty word!

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Last week this column discussed the 


record of President Nixon on consumer 
Issues. Today, we take • look at his .oppo- 
nent, u well as some other candidates. 


Sen. George HcOovera, although he 


has not particularly Identified with con- 
sumer Issues — his area of legislative 
concentration being the war — has nev- 
ertheless been favorably disposed toward 
legislation that would protect or extend 
consumer Interests. 


The one consumer bill he has person- 


ally sponsored was Truth In Advertising, 
which would require companies to sub- 
stantiate advertising claims. This would 
seem to be fairly Important legislation, 
since requests by the FTC for substan- 
tiation In the past have revealed that 30 
per cent of the "proof' offered by ad- 
vertisers Is Inadequate. 


McGOVERN ALSO supported the Con- 


sumer Protection Act, a bill to create an 
independent agency to handle consumer 
complaints and to defend consumers in 
litigations with companies. The bill died 
upon adjournment of tho 92nd Congress, 
but is certain tb bo relntroduced next 
year. 


Another bill supported by McGovcrn, 


Truth in Food Labeling, would require 
that all Ingredients In food products bo 
listed in specific terms on the label. This 
would eliminate the use of such general 
terms as "flavorings" or "colorings" in 
place of specific substances. It would en- 
able persons allergic to certain additives 
to avoid foods containing them, and 
would also provide all consumers with 
tho complete Ingredient Information they 
ought to have to ranko selections. 


McGovorn voted for tho Fair Warranty 


Disclosure Act, which would set federal 
minimum standards to protect con- 
sumers from "loopholes" In product 
guarantees and warranties, which limit 
manufacturers' liability rather than in- 
sure quality. 


Two amendments to weaken the FTC's 


authority in defending the consumer 
wcro opposed by McGovorn. 


GOING BACK further in the record, 


McGovcrn voted for tho Rlblcoff bill for 
funds to develop a safer automobile, for 
the Truth in Lending bill, and for tho 
Auto Safety Act of 1966. McGovern was 
also a strong opponent of the Adminis- 
tration-backed bill to develop tho super- 
sonic transport, an issue that had serious 
environmental Implications. 


In the case of local candidates, It Is a 


little more difficult to assess records vis 
a vis consumers because those seeking a 
first term In office are basically running 
on promises, while tho incumbents may 
have chosen other causes to champion in 
Congress. 


At tho senatorial level, Republican In- 


cumbent Charles Percy, who has in the 
past been associated with business inter- 
ests, came.out fighting for the "little 
guy" on the Consumer Protection Agen- 
cy bill, which he sponsored. He sup- 
ported it in open opposition to the Admin- 
istration, which ultimately succeeded in 
defeating it But Percy has said he will 
not let the issue die, and he has pledged 
to make consumer protection in general 
one of his top priorities if reelected. 


PERCY ALSO VOTED in favor of a 


bill to protect consumers against hazard- 
ous products and against an amendment 
that would have put enforcement, respon- 
sibility in the Department of Justice. 


Percy's Democratic opponent, U.S. 


Rep. Roman Pucinski, has made voca- 
tional education and labor his legislative 
specialities, but has supported consumer 
issues as well. He voted fo/ the Con- 
sumer Protection Agency and for bills to 
appropriate funds for environmental and 
consumer protection programs. 


Democratic Congressional candidate 


from the 10th district, Abner Mlkva, has 
established a voting record very favor- 
able to consumers, as well as introduced 
several bills that would improve condi- 
tions for consumers. Besides voting for 
the Consumer Protection Agency — 
which he terms "an idea whose time 
is already'past" and predicts will come 
up again In the next session of Congress 
— Mlkva has pushed for reform of the 
credit system, called for Investigation of 
conglomerates and suggested that anti- 
trust activities be removed from the Jus- 
tice Department, and has supported the 
federal no-fault Insurance bill. 


MIKVA'S OPPONENT, Republican 


Sam Young, had not made any Informa- 
tion or statement on consumer issues 
available to .this column by press time, 
despite several requests. 


Republican candidate from the 12th 


district Congressional scat is Phillip 
C r a n e , whose self-professed 
con- 


servatism encompasses consumer af- 
fairs. Crane favors a laissez-faire rela- 
tionship between government and busi- 
ness, which for the consumer means 
"buyer beware." Accordingly, he voted 
against the Consumer Protection Agency 
and against appropriations for consumer 
protection. 


Running against Crane is Democrat Ed 


Frank, who told this column he believes 
"there is a definite need for a Consumer 
Protection Agency." The advertising ex- 
ecutive said he feels "corporations-are 
not policing themselves, and are leaving 
a lot to the consumer's assumption." He 
pointed to numerous products In tho 
home which "consumers believe ore 
safe, and they aren't; regulations aro 
needed here."

First try a solu- 
tion of one of the mild detergents used In 
dishwashing. If this has no effect, try one 
of the stronger laundry detergents In so- 
lution — In the proportion of one ounce to 
three quarts warm water. If this action 
doesn't budge the discoloration, try trlso- 
dium phosphate (TSP), using tho direc- 
tions on tho container. Whatever you 
fined effective, bo sure to rinse well after 
cleaning.
